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Tas Blue Book for China at length 


gives us the fullest information 
that is ever likely to be made public, 
regarding the massacre of Tieutsin ; | 
aud onables us to test the accuracy of 
the details and opinions published by tas 
at the time, by a more certain standard. 
‘The singular reticence -maintained by 
our Representatives at Peking, where 
sources of information other than offi- 





lowing the 21st June last, no easy on 
Ibis, therefore, the more’ gratifying to 
us to find ‘that we were on the whole 
so fairly correct as the official evidence 
comes to prove. Errors in detail of 
course must occur, in any narrative of 
events in China. ‘The-tale is variously 
coloured as it is told by the officials 
or by the people; and it has to be 
gleaned through a foreign language, 
and sifted from the wild gossip by 
which oriental rumour always obscures 
facts. -The voluminous records of the 
present Blue Book prove that our cor- 
respondents were singularly fortunate 
in the double process, and singularly 
exbaustive in their efforts, The in-

3 | formation collected at the British Le- 


gation, in reference to the Tientsin 
massacre, agrees in nearly every im- 
portant point with that published by 
us daring the current moaths. There 








is difference, as we anticipated would 





be the case, between the inferences 
drawn by ourselves and by the,British 
Chargé d’Affaires—espocially during 
the earlier weeks; and though Mr. 
Wade's views approached, as time wore 
on, more nearly to our own, some de- 
gree of difference does still exist. Still, 
the impression, wo are glad to find, 
which prevailed among Foreign resi- 
dents, of the course of action followed 
by the British Representative, was in 
some respects inaccurate. Tho false 
theory which he took up of the 
purely local nature of the outbreak, 
seems at first to have coloured his po- 
licy, and to have kept out of his des- 
patches that ring of determination 
which might have been all influential 
while the Chinese Government was 
still panig-strack at the crisis which 
had been provoked. Precious days pass- 
ed by, during which the real marderers 
fled away; and their Rulers recovered 
courage with news of the war in which 
the Power most injured had become 
engaged ‘at Home. The key of tho 
whole situation lay in the question 
whether the uprising were a sponta- 
noons expression of anger by the peo- 
ple, against Foreign Agents whom cir- 
cumstances had led them to suspect 
of kidnapping and mutilating children ; 
or whether the existence of the Sis- 
ters’ Foundling Hospital did not sug- 
gest to the influential classes hostile 
to foreigners, a means by which to raise, 
acry that would excite the populaco 
against us and lead, if not to the ex- 
pulsion of Foreigners, at least to the 
exclusion from the interior of the par- 
ticular class of Foreigners against 
whom the enmity is undoubtedly most 
strong. Had these tales and this excite- 
ment been confined to Tientsin, the 
view which Mr. Wade favours, in his 
letter of July 2nd to Mr. Lay, would 
have been eminently probable. But 
this was not the case, nor was Tientsin 
the first place in which trouble had 
arisen. At Nanking, where there are 
no- Sisters of Charity, and where we 
believe there are not ten Chinese chil- 
dzen under instruction by the priests, 
the samo tales of kidnapping prevailed 
if possible to a greater extent than 
at Mentsin—with the differenes that 
strong men were there afraid of the 
fate which in Tientsin was attributed 
to the inmates of the Sisters’ Hos- 
pital. Mr. Wado bad before him at 
the time, the letter written by M. 
Fontanier_on the morning of the out- 
break; and his knowledge of Chinese 
charactor and Chinese customs, should 
have convinced him that the Hsien 
would not have dared to threaten the 
French Consal with the resentment of 
the people, unless he knew that power- 
fal influence backed up this popular 
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excitement, and would screen bim 
from the fate that attends on Chinese 
Officials ‘who fail to keep order in their 
district. ‘The prolonged resistance of 
the Chinese Government to the -de- 
mand for the, punishment of the local, 
officials, and’ their reported failure to 
carry out the sentence which was tar- 
dily passed, prove the justice and 
strength ofhisreliance. On the 12th Oc- 
tober, Mr. Wade expresses himself con- 
vinced that Chunghow knew, atleastten 
days beforehand, of the intended out- 
break, and if he new it the Central Go- 
vernment can hardly have ignored the 
design. What, in that case, becomes of, 
the power or goodwill of the Central 
Government, on which it bas been our 
new. policy to rely? Clearly, in one or 
other respect, it must have been lameut- 
ably deficient. 

, But though, as we said before, the 
‘views entertained by Mr. Wade, as to 
the origin of the riot, could not fail at 
first to affect the tore of his policy; 
as the delays of the Chinese Go- 
vernment impressed him with the gra- 
vity of the situation, his despatebes 
became vigorous and his remonstrances 
more frequent, till we read, on the 
Sth September, the eloquent letter to 
Prince Kung which called forth so 
warm a eulogy from a correspondent 
who had had an opportunity of perus- 
ing it at the time. When the delay in 
punishment of the guilty had open- 
ed his eyes to the real gravity 
of the crisis, the ability and vigour 
of bis protests to the Tsung-li Ya- 
mén became worthy of bis position, 
and were, we believe, mainly effectual 
in exacting from the Chinese the mea- 
gre terms which they eventually con- 
ceded. 

On Mr. Wade’s reticence towards 
his own countrymen, we commented 
very strongly, as the months wore 
on without'a sigu of life from the 
Representative whom we held bound 
to inform us, and to guard our interests 
which appeared gravely threatened. 
Even Admiral Kellett appears to have 
been left in similar ignorance, for we 
find him, on the 16th August, almost 
petulantly asking to be told “all which 
it is proper for him to know,” aud aver- 
ring that he “considers himself but 
scantily informed up to that time.” To 
this reticencé, whatever misconception 
of Mr. Wade's policy prevailed, at the 
close of 1870, must be attributed. 
That some misconception there was, 
though rather in degree than in kind, 
the papers now before us explain. The 
degree to which he excused or rather 
found explanation for the action of the 
Tientsin mob, and the degree to which 
this opinion affected the tone of his po- 
licy towards the Chinese, were greatly 
overrated. But his despatches of July 
2nd to Mr. Lay, and of July 16th to Earl 
Granville, show the foundation which 
existed for the prevalent belief—a belief 
which might, and ought to have been, 
modified at the time, by fravk communi- 
cation with those whose interests he is 
commissioned to guard. Not the least 
remarkable passage in the entire vo- 
lume, is tho approval expressed in Lord 
Granville’s final letter, of Mr. Wade's 
“ efforts to allay the apprehension, aud 
secure the safety of the British commu- 
nity in China.” Ibis precisely because, 








a silence which, he admits, he knew 
was considered “ unsympathetig,”—and 
because the community saw no;men- 
sures taken to secure their safety, 
that severe, criticisms not unnaturally 
found expression. On the whole, the 
impression left. on our mind by perusal 
of this important Blue Book, is one of 
admiration for the industry with which 
Mr. Wade.has. collected exhaustive in- 
formation, of respect for the ability of 
his arguments even where we differ from 
their purport, but of regret that he 
did not arrive earlier at the convictions 
which inspired the vigour and genuine 
indignation breathed in his later des- 


patelies. 











Summary of Hews. 


The French mail of the 17th March ar- 
rived on the 3rd instant, with telegrams to 
the 20th April. We have since had telegra- 
phic news of the arrival of the English mail 
of March 24th in Hongkong, with telegrams 
to the 22nd April. 

A vigorous debate has taken place in the 
House of Lordson the Tientsin massacre, in 
which Lords Carnarvon and Salisbury urg- 
ed the common sense view which practical 
experience has proved to Residents, here, 
to be trae. Lord Granville considered 
that unless Roman Catholic missionaries 
were checked, the position of Foreigners 
generally in the country would be en- 
dangered. Severe fighting continued 
around Paris ; although the provinces have 
been quicted. MacMahon commanding the 
Government troops. The Germans have 
established a battery at St. Denis, pointing 
toward Paris, Christians have attacked 
Tews at Odessa, serious disturbance. Omar 
Pasha is dead. Two German Corvettes, the 
Nautilus and Albatross, have been launched 
forChina. A conference is sitting at Brus- 
sels to arrange definite terms of peace. Mr. 
Cameron has been appointed Chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
United States Senate, in the stead of Mr. 
Sumner. The Bill to legalise marriage with 
a deceased wife’s sister has at length been 
passed in the English House of Commons. 
‘Mr. Ross Browne has gone to England. 

The homeward mail leaves to-morrow by 
the P. & O. steamer Bombay. 

The following ships have arrived during 
thefortnight :—IWim, Turner, Harmon, Ellen 
Morris, Sydney ; Cheopss.s., Erl Kings.s., 
Celestial Queen, London ; Albion, Diomed 
8.s., Liverpool ; Tchikatchof's.s., Odessa. 

There have been no departures other 
than coasters. 

A meeting was held on the Ist inst., to 
discuss and make preliminary arrange- 
ments for reconstituting the North-China 
Insurance Company at the end of the pre- 
sent term. A resolution was passed em- 
powering the Directors of the present Com- 
pany to act as a Provisional Committee for 
the organisation of the new one. 

The Shanghai Auxiliary Bible Society 
held its first meeting on the Ist instant, 
Bishop Alford in the chair. The Rev. Mr. 
Syle submitted the report which we pub- 
lish elsewhere, and which was adopted. ‘The 
following gentlemen were appoitited officers,

A question has been raised as to the 
validity of the Municipal elections this 
year. Art XIX of the Land Regula- 
tions says: ‘every foreigner * * 
“being an owner of land of not less 
“than Tis. 500 in value, whose annual 
“« payment of assessment on land or houses 
“or both, exclusive of all payments in 
“ respect of licenses, shall amount to the 
“ sum of Tis. 10and upwards, or who shall 
“bea householder paying on an assessed 
“ rental of not less than Tis, 500 per annum 
“ and upwards, shall be entitled to vote at 
the election of tho said members of the 
“Council.” Persons have been allow- 
ed to vote on the basis of the payment of 
Tis. 10 assessed taxes, although they did 
not possess land worth Ts. 500 or pay Tls. 
500 rental ; and this reading of the Clause 
is now condemned. The list of voteis 
has been examined with reference to 
the question of qualification raised ; and 
it is found about 40 of those who polled 
would be excluded under the. new reading 
of Art. ‘XIX. But the result of the election 
would not be altered by the withdrawal 
of their voting cards. A new election 
is therefore hardly necessary, and we do 
not hear that it is proposed to demand 
one. 

‘The annual meeting.of Ratepayers takes 
place to-morrow. Notice has been given 
of resolutions, in regard to the intorprota- 
tion of Rule XIX of the Land Regulations 
regarding qualification of voters ; in regard 
to power of the Council to raise money 
under Rule IX, with reference to their re- 
cent impositions of a new license duty ; and 
to permit voting’ at elections without por- 
sonal attendance at the Council office. 

The election of Municipal Councillors 
for the French Concession for the current 
year, ended on Sunday. The following 
gentlemen were clected. Fronch—Mess 
Maignan (182), Voisin (145) and Morel 
(127). Foreigners—Messrs. Aymeri (195), 











Forbes (145), Stoddard (143), Wheelock 
(140). 204 electors voted. 

‘We have received a copy of an “ Abstract 
of Trade and Customs Revenue Statistios,”” 
from 1864 to 1870, just published by the 
I. M. Customs. The aggregate value of 
foreign trade was less, last year, than during 
1868 or 1869—Ts. 131,000,000 only, against 
Tis. 140,000,000 and Tis. 142,000,000 res- 
pectively. “Shanghai, Foochow, ‘Tientsin, 
Amoy, Kiukiang, Chefoo and Newchwang 
are accountable for the decrease. Canton 
and Ningpo, hold their own, and Hankow, 
Swatow, Chinkeang and the two Formosan. 
ports show a slight increase. 

‘The necessary changes have been at last 
made, to mark out the new channel 
over the Woosung bar. Two red buoys 
have been moored in 13 feet water on the 
northern edge of the shoal running to the 
W.N.W. of Gough’s island, and two 
signals have been added to the published 
code, indicating 25 and 26 feet of water. 
‘There are, we believe, now never less than 
1A feet. 
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The U.S. expedition to Corea starts to- 
morrow." Ié is to comprise all the American 
men-of-war in the China ‘sea except the 
Ashuelot, which remains in Shanghai. Mr. 
Seward does not accompany the expedition. 
But we hear that Mr. Drew, Commissioner 
of Customs at Kiukiang, has been specially 
requested by Mr. Low to join it, and his 
knowledge of the Court (Chinese) language 
will enable him to render valuable aid. 

The Taotai has issued a proclamation 
calling attention to the prevalence of small- 
pox in Shanghai at all seasons of the year, 
and urging people to avail themselves of 
the facilities for vaccination now offered, 
the benefits of which he lauds very: highly. 


A paragraph in the last number of our 





French contemporary Le Progres notices the 
arrest and condemuation to the punishment 
of the cangue, of three men, for buying lot- 
tery tickets in face of the proclamations of 
the Chinese authorities, asserting also that 
they were taken from the English’ Set- 
tlement, and that their apprehension was 
effected by the Chinese city police, assisted 
bynative detectives of the Municipal Force. 
Inquiry fails to show that for this assertion 
there is any ground. ‘The men or some of 
them appear to have béen resident in the 
Foreign Settlement, but were most pro- 
Dably arrested in the city, and certainly with- 
out the aid or countenance of the Settle- 
ment police, ‘Two are undergoing punish- 
ment for buying tickets ;the third, a Canton 
mau, was arrested on a warratit issued by 
the Chihsion, countersigned by a Consul, 
and duly put in -foree by. Superintendent 
Penfold, the charge we believe being his 
carrying on a Packo-pliaw. There is a 
coincidence between this name and that of 
one of the lotteries fulminated against by 
tho Chihsien, which is the 5 (i, Wi 
White Pigeon Ticket ; the name in the case 
of this Chinaman however, we believe, hav- 
ing reference to a kind of lottery game, which 
was allowed to survive a general crusade 
madeagainst gambling shops afew yearsago. 
‘The recent anti-lottery proclamations were 
directed against these institutions in gene- 
ral and those called the “ Whito Pigeon” 





and “ Fortunate-making” lotteries in par- 
ticular, the two specified being located in 
the French Concession. ‘The Chehsien also 
stated his intention to apply to the French 
Consul-General asking him to give orders 
for the apprehension and punishment of 
offending parties, and to prohibit similar 
practices in future.” Ifthe Chehsien has 
done so, the result will not be very satis- 
factory to him, for we find the Fah-dze; 
piiawor “Fortunate-making” lottery addsto 
its prospectus the announcement that ‘the 
French Consul-General allows tickets to be 
bought and sold.” In view of this, we may 
trace a further meaning in.the fact that the 
two cangued men are placed just inside the 
North Gate; and the Taotai’s proclama- 
tion, for not “respecting ” which they are 
punished, posted on the wall opposite. 
This proclamation, which is dated 16th 
April, is headed “the Taotai of Soochow, 
Soonkong and Taitsang issues a notice re- 
garding Rented Ground ;” and a foot note 
orders it to be hung up atthe New North 
Gate. The lotteries put under the ban 


and “Fortunate-making” ones already 
mentioned. The place selected for the 
Punishment has also an interest for the 
French. The North Gate, as many of our 
readers are aware, was erected in a breach 
made in the wall by the French troops, and 
over the Gate a stone was inserted bearing 
the words “Porte Montauban.” The title 
was very displeasing to the Chinese, who 
cut it off from view by building a wall out- 
side it; and it was confidently predicted 
they would take an early opportunity of 
removing the stone altogether. This they 
have now done—the stone is either remov- 
“€dGr plastered over, and’ the record of 
French triumph and Chinese weakness 
quietly expunged. 

The Russian Steamer Tehikkutchof,, of 
2,000 tons, has arrived from Odessa for 
Shanghai and Hankow. The Company 
expect her to return to Odessa with the 
new Season’s tea, to bé forwarded on to 
the fair at Nijni Novgorod, which has been 
hitherto supplied by overland caravan from 
China, and generally reputed to turn out in 
better condition than the sea-borne tea. 

A collection was made at Trinity Church 
on Sunday, for the Hongkong Orphanage. 
$220 were contributed. 

The Athletic Sports, which were first ad- 
vertised to take place on the 29th ulto., have 
been postponed till Tuesday next week. 

‘The Committee of the Yacht Club adver- 
tise another regatta, for Saturday the 13th 
instant. ‘There are three events—the Falls’ 
Cup, value $100, for yachts ; and races, for 
‘cups worth $60 and §40, for house-boats. 

A match at bowls is to be played next 
week, between the senior and jynior alleys. 
‘The players are; Seniors—Bullock, Jellicoe 
Tobin, Turner, and Wallace ; Juniors—Batt, 
Cumine, Henderson, Rees and Renshaw. 

A severe storm has occurred at Haxc- 
cow, enormous hailstones fell, and seve- 
ral persons were killed by lightning and by 
the falling walls. Complaint’ is made 
that the tone of the officials in regard to 
missionaries is already in accordance with 
that of the Tsung-li Yamén. 

We have no very definite news of the 
progress of the disturbances near Hoo- 
cuow. A paragraph which we extrdét clse- 
where from the Cycle gives them a more 
serious colour. 

‘The Haxxow Chamber of Commerce Re- 
port says:—f Since last Report published 
on 14th instant, holders have continued to 
press sales, and a further serious fll has to 

e noted in the values of Plain Cottons ; 


the decline at first confined to 8} Ibs. Shir- 
tings, lias now extended to all classes of 
these manufactures. The bulk of specula- 
tors goods sent up here for sale appear to 
be cleared off, and with firmer advices from 
Shanghai, prices at the close show signs of 
stendying, but it will be uphill work restor- 
ing them’to a reasonable level, and the 
market closes very quiet.” 

Newerwaxa seems to beas quiet, or even 
‘more so, than usual. The port has been 
visited by thirty-one vessels since the open- 
ing of the season, on the 22nd March ; 
and four remained in the river on the 29th 
April—the Ardax, Lightfoot, B. Dunkeld, 
and Glimt, 

Our Trexrsrx correspondent says it is

rioters. ‘There is a report that the former 
went to Shanghai not long ago, in a Foo- 
chow gunboat ; but information regarding 
them is uncertain. Certainly, some of the 
rioters are still in Tientsin. ‘There is no- 
thing particularly new in the political 
world ; but the horizon is cloudy. “ From 
H. E, Li-hung-chang having expressed his 
determination not to allow the S. S. Peiho 
to enter our river again, or to detain 
her if she did come, we feared there 
might arise some trouble in the matter. 
‘These fears have fortunately been dispelled 
by the steamer’s having been granted her 


| clearance yesterday ; and after a little in- 


effectual bluster on the part of the Chinese 
officials, she left Tientsin thismorning. The 
case wasone of collision witha junk, inwhich 
the British Consul held the steamer harm- 
less We have to thank Mr. Lay for 
his firmness in this matter, and it is 
pleasant to have to record that H. B. M. 
Chargé d’Affaires has taken the samo view of 
the case that Mr. Lay has done. The 
country now looks bleak and bare, not 
a drop of water yet to quench the thirsty soil, 
orto make our little inland rivers navi- 
gable.” 

Small-pox is very bad at Foocutow, aud 
the Vice-Consul at Pagoda Anchorage has 
issued a notification recommending caution 
in hiring sampans, and in communication 
betweenshipsand trading boats. A quantity 
of opium and piece goods, of the “Don's” 
cargo, worth $15,000, has been recovered 
from the Ocksiu wreckers, and handed over 
to the Vice-Consul, by the local authorities 

“It is likely that the laying of the tele- 
graph cable between Singapore and Hoxc- 
Koxc will begin on the 7th instant. 
The Daily Press says It is fully expect- 
ed the line will be completed by the 
20th May. ‘This Company, at the head 
of which is Captain Sherard Osborne, 
has been employed for laying all the 
great lines in the East, and is noted for 
the punctuality with which it completes 
its work, so there is little doubt of the 
line being laid very nearly at the time 
indicated.” A project has been mooted of 
forminga local Company tolay abranch cable 
to Macao and Manila. It is also purposed to 
construct a branch line to Saigon. The man 
Kwok A-shing, who has lately been the 
subject of a prolonged trial, in connexion 
with the Noucelle Penelope caso, is now to 
be tried before a jury on a charge of piracy 
—on the question, in fact, whether he was 
justified in striking in order to reassert his 
liberty. The French Consul has withdrawn 
from the demand for extradition, becanse 
that would obviously lead to a repeti- 
tion of the proceedings in the Supreme 
Court. The North-German barque: Sophic 
Rickmers, under decision of the Prize 
Court, has been sold at Saigon, for 
117,000 francs, and another barque was 
also sold for 60,000 francs. The Daily 
Press says “A curious rumour has beon 
going round the Chinese in the Colony, to 
the effect that 1,500 soldiers have m 
secretly sent off from this port to the 
North, and that provisions have also been 
sent. ‘The fact seems to show how preva- 
Ient among the natives is the idea of a war 
with foreigners.” The new Gymnasium has 
been opened, and seems to be a complete 
success. A subscription is on foot to erect 
a new swimming bath.

‘COREA. 


Corea is one of the few remaining coun- 
tries iu the world which is closed against 
the explorer, and of which we know 
literally nothing except by hearsay 
from the Chinese. Da Halde gives 
some interesting particulars, which are 
doubtless fairly accurate, and Willian. 
son has lately followed his example by 
publishing a few facts gathered in con- 
versation with Chinese informants. 
Bat the information afforded is really 
only sufficient to whet our desire for 
more; and the semi-mystery which has 
hung over our receut relations with the 
country, has teuded still more to excite 
interest. Only a ‘few years ago, the 
Kind treatment by Coreans of ship- 
wrecked foreign sailors was proverbial; 
and was made the subject of contrast 
with the hardships to which these were 
exposed as soon as they crossed the 
Chinese frontier. ‘Then suddeuly came 
nows of a fearful persecution of Chris- 
tians, to which several French Priests 
and many thousands of natives rell vie~ 
tims; and the conduct of the people 
towards foreigners generally, at once 
changed. Their exclusiveness became 
intensified, even to the exclusion of 
Chinese; and a foreign ship visiting 
them, the General Sherman, was destroy- 
ed with all on board. A French expe- 
dition which went to exact punishment 
for tho massacre of the Catholic Priests, 
was repulsed; avd lastly came the 
wonderful expedition of the steamer 
China, which gave rise to two political 
trials, and in which grey shirtings, poli 
{ical treaties, golden coffins aud ind 
dual philanthropy were mixed up with 
bewildering intricacy. 

From every poiut of view therefore— 
geographical, etluological, commer- 
cial and political, the American expedi- 
tion which is to set out for Corea to- 
morrow, will be followed with deep 
interest. ‘The climate of the country is 
reported temperate and good; its mi- 
neral wealth has been described with 
the enthusiasm which often attaches to 
the unknown, gold having been spoken 
of as adrug, avd a hill even of pure 
silver binted at as a brilliant fact. ‘The 
hospitality formerly shown by the peo- 
ple towards shipwrecked seamen, has to 

e reconciled with the cruel massacre of 
Christiaus that has lately disgraced 
them and not theleast interesting is the 
more or less shadowy prospect of a new 
field being opened ‘up to commercial 
enterprise. The objects of the expedi- 
tion are set forth ina despatch from 
Mr. Fish, which we reprint elsewhere, 
and the purport of which has uot, we 
believe, been materially changed by the 
detailed instructions since received. 
‘The primary object is to secure protec- 
tion and good treatment for shipwreck- 
ed mariners; but if circumstances ap- 
pear favourable for negociating a com- 
mercial treaty, the opportunity will of 
course be gladly availed of. We con- 
fess we are not savguine that the 
Corean Government will readily agree 
to foreign intercourse, but we have 
hope that the first part of the pro~ 
gramme may be carried out, and this 
may pave the way to more intimate 
relations hereafter. For the kindness 














extended to wrecked sailors, before the 
Christian persecution excited hostility 
against all foreigners alike, shows that 
the people are not naturally ill-di 

ed. It is designed, if possible, to ar- 
range that a Political Agent of the 
United States shall reside in the coun- 
try, aud his influence and persuasion 
may eventually lead to general inter- 
course. 

At the time Mr. Fish’s despatch was 
written, the United States Government, 
—evideutly still believing inthe enthusi 
astic friendship of China, and its de- 
sire to hold friendly intercourse with 
every nation of the earth,—inferred that 
it would readily help forward the pro- 
ject in view, aud lend its influence to 
bring Corea to a similar condition of 
effusive philanthropy. But experience, 
we believe, has disappointed this ex- 
pectation ; and it has been with difi- 
ealty that the Peking Government 
could be persuaded even to forward a 
letter from Mr. Low to the Coreau Go- 
vernment, announcing the expedition 
and explaining it object. 

‘The expedition, we learn, will com- 
prise all the Amorican men-of-war in 
Chinese waters, except the <Ashuelot, 
which remains iu Shanghai. It is wise- 
ly inferred that the display of a cou- 
siderable force is the best guarautce 
against a necessity arising for its use. 
Admiral Rodgers purposes, we believe, 
to start to-morrow; and he aud Mr. 
Low will carry with them the best 
wishes of the community, on their 
mission. 














AN IMPERIAL EDICT WANTED, REGARDING 
FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


Ir farther proof were wanted, of the 
light in which Foreiguers are regarded 
at Peking, aud of the cousequent falsity 
of the character given to the Barlin- 
game missiou by its foreigu members, 
we find it ina memoraudum by the Bri- 
tish Minister of a conversation with 
Priace Kung, on the 12th of last Octo- 
ber. Mr. Wade attributed the belief 
by the people of the ridiculous stories 
which were being circulated about 
Foreigners, to the ueglect of the Chi- 
nese Government to enlighten them 
as toour true status and the true 
relation of foreign countries with 
China; aud went on to say that, 
© ma late conversation, the Prince had 
observed that he and the Ministers 
were constantly abused on account of 
their relations with Foreigners. No- 
thing-could more plainly establish the 
falsity of the position of Foreign Minis- 
ters at Peking. The people, educated 
and uneducated, in their ignorance des- 
pise and detest foreign nations as de- 
vils aud savages; hence they abuse 
their own superiors for their inter- 
course with Foreign Representatives ; 
and such a state of things must 
continue until the Miuisters of the 
Chinese Government make an effort 
to cnlighten them. This they have 
not yet attempted. On the contrary, 
although in their immediate intercourse 
with Foreign Ministers there is no dis- 
courtesy to complain of, tlicir real 
estimate of the Foreign Minister is 
shown by the manner in which they 
speak of him wheu addressing their own 
Sovereign. Mr. Wade quoted expres- 
sions employed in documents that had 





fallen into his hands, in which Foreign 
Ministers and their Governments aro 
spoken ofas if they werenot only the sub- 
jects of the Emperor of China, but the 
‘subordinates of the Chinese Minister ad- 
dressing his Majesty.” We bolieve 
that Mr. Wade struck, in these re- 
marks, at the root of the misunder- 
standings which chronically arise 
between Foreigners and Chinese. Fol- 
lowing the tradition of centuries, the 
Chinese hold, invegard to all Foreigners, 
the opinion which was trae of Coreaus, 
Siamese and other border nations, when 
these only were known to them—a cd 
viction of immensurable superiority. 
“What. this Foreigner _remarks,”— 
wrote the Emperor Hienfung, when a 
former U. S. Minister was trying to 
veach the Imperial presouce, and de- 
claring the high respect in which heheld 
the Chinese Rulér, although he de- 
clined to kotow as a tribate-bearer 
—* What this Foreiguer remarks, 
that he respects the Great Em- 
peror as mach as he doos that Pre- 
sident, is nothing less than to class 
the middle kingdom with barbarons- 
tribes. Such wild exaltation of himself 
can only be relegated to subjects which 
make one laugh.” And what Hienfang 
wrote in 1855, his successor and his 
subjects hold as an article of political 
faith in 1871, The Ministers of the 
‘Toung-li Yamén who have come into im- 
mediate contact with Foreign Envoys, 
may perceive their error; but they aro 
too conceited aud obstinate to acknow- 
ledge it frankly ; and their persistence 
in the false theory is undoubtedly ono 
great reason, as Me. Wade insists, why 
the Chinese people are so ready to be- 
lieveany enormity of men whom they aro 
tanght to regard as barbarians and 
devils. A recent article\in the N-C. 
Heralil insists upon this very point, in 
commenting on the bad faith shown by 
the Chinese in regard to the edict 
which they promised to post through- 
out the country, declaring the false- 
hood of the azcusations against Mis- 
sionaries which excited the massacro 
of ‘Tientsiu, “ What we need,” said the 
writer, “to set our relations with 
China’ on a proper footing, aud\ what 
this Tientsin case again tells us is indis- 
pensable to that end, is that the Chi- 
nose Government should publicly de- 
clare their desire to admitus into equal 
and friendly comity, and denounce 
any intention on tho part of their offi- 
cials or the people, to frustrate their 
intentions. The treaties practically 
euounee these principles, it is true, but 
the treaties are insufficient unless pub- 
licly notified and emphasised. What 
we want isa Yellow Edict, published 
in every large market town in the Em- 
ive, and periodically repeated by 
Viotvoys and Governors, uutil the ac- 
knowledged relations become an ace 
complished fact. Until this is dono, 
we shall never be safe from complica- 
tions. But the people of China only 
want to know that their rulers desire 
to take us by the hand, to receive us 
themselves on the most amicablo 
terms.” We are glad to find Mr. 
Wade insisting to Princo Kung, on 
precisely the same point; and trast 
that the demand will be pressed to 
‘a conclusion. 
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‘TRE MUNICIPAL REPORT, 1570-71, 

Tur Municipal Report for the year 
just ended exhibits satisfactory fiaan- 
cial position, and gives a gratifying 
proof of the elasticity of the local. re- 
venue. Notwithstanding that the actaal 
expenditure has exceeded the estimate 
by Tis. 28,073, the year closes with a 
deficit only of Tis. 1,120, instead of the 
estimated surplus of Tis. 1,060. The 
total ‘revenue anticipated was Tis. 
198,916 plus a cash balance of Tis. 
7,354, to meet‘an outlay of Tis. 205,189. 
The actual revenue has been Tis. 
232,150; and the expenditure Tis. 
238,261. All the important taxes show 
aconsiderable surplus, aggregating a 
gain of Tls. 20,890, while the loss-on-a 
few small accounts—such as licenses, 
interest, the Seamen’s Church—has been 
only Tis. 2,048. ‘The excessive expeu- 
diture has been chiefly on the Volun- 
teer Corps, the Fire Department, and 
on Public Works. At a low estimate, 
however, ls. 7,000 of the Tis. 14,000 
expended on the first account aro re- 
presented by the property of the Corps ; 
and of Tis. 9,700 by which the cost of 
the Fire Department exceeded’ the 
estimate, Tis. 7,100 were met by con- 
tributions from the Insurance Officesand 
the Native Guilds. In Public Works, 
Tis, 5,643 more than the estimate have 
been expended oii drainngo; ‘Tis. 7,297 
* more on outside roads, and various 
smaller sams, aggregating about Tis. 
7,000, on other: items; while ‘Ils. 5,700 
provided for bridges, and ‘Tis. 5,800 for 
contingencies, remain almost. intact. 
Details of these changes, and of various 
other respects in which the budget 
has been exceeded or saving effected, 
are given in the Comparative State- 
ment, at pages 88 and 89 of the Report. 
The total increase is Tis. 51,411, the 
total saving ‘Tis. 23,338, leaving, as 
we have remarked, an excess of Tis. 
28,078. Turning, now, to the special 
reports of the several Committees, we 
find, first, a sketch of rales for the 
management of a Land Office which 
shall have for its object the record of 
- all matters relating to the measurement 
or transfer of land, and the issue of 
tracings as required to owners of pro- 
perty. At the cost, we can well be- 
lieve, of much care and labour, the land 
plans of the Settlement have been re- 
vised and completed during the past 
year, and it is well, that measures 
should be taken to keep the record per- 
fect, and to concentrate into one 
office information which is now scatter- 
ed throngh all the foreign Consulates. 
In connexion with this matter, the 
Council have considered a proposal put 
forward at the last meeting of Rate- 
payers, that the Municipal tax should 
je remitted, on laud surrendered for 
the public use; but they foresee so 
grent difficulty in readjusting the mea- 
surements of properties, so as to ex- 
clude the land surrendered, that they 
have decided to again consult with the 
Ratepayers before taking actiou. The 
iron bridge for the Hongkew creek has 
arrived ; but the tenders for its erection 
were 60 much in excess of the sum pro- 
vided, that the work was deferred un- 
til farther supplies could be asked. A 
proposal to share the cost of erecting 
iron bridges in place of the present 
wooden structures over the Yang- 
king-pang, has been declined by the 














French Council, who. think the latter 
can be made to last for some 
time longer. The Banding of the Soo- 
chow Creek has been deferred in favour. 
of the Yang-king-pang, which badly 
needed attention. A line of stone 
banding between the Kiangsi and 
Shantung road bridges is being mado 
along the edge of this pellucid 
stream. It is in the highest degree 
salisfactory to Jearn that all the main 
drains bave been completed, on the 
plan suggested by Mr. Oliver in 1868, 
—except those in Szechuen and Hoo- 
peh roads, which are now in progress— 
and that the result is fally satisfactory. 
The drains are effective, and on ex- 
amination after several years trial are 
found to haveretained little ornodeposit, 
Mr. Oliver’s plan, as our readers are 
aware, was to lay large main drains, 
through the principal streets ranning 
north and south, having a fall from the 
centre, each way to the Soochow and 
Yang-king-pang creeks, and connected 
with these, small drains in the streets 
running east and west. Experience 
has proved that this plan answers well, 
and we congratulate Mr. Oliver on his 
successful solution of a difficult problem. 
‘The next important work which the 
Council have had in hand during the year, 
has been the extension of roads in vari- 
ousparts ofthe Settlement;and wecannot 
congratalate them on having made the 
same progress in this as in other mat- 
ters. We can easily believe, however, 
that the difficulties to be overcome in 
acquiring property and removing ob- 
stacles, are not slight; aud we are glad 
to infer, from the categorical infor- 
mation givon, that matters have been 
so far arranged as to promise early 
completion .of the principal desigus., 
One of the most important features in 
the general scheme approved at the 
last meeting, was the extension of the 
Canton road towards the Defence 
Creek; and we are glad to learn that this 
has now been arranged, and the houses 
which blocked the way, removed. 
Others of the improvements, the Council 
point out, must necessarily be a work 
of time “ unless the community are pre- 
“ pared to py heavy sums in compen- 
“sation, ‘The policy which appears to 
“ your Committee to be the most ad- 
“vantageous to all concerned, is, for 
“the Engineer to carefully observe 
“ every change in the removal of houses, 
“ ownership of land, é&c., and to inform 
“the Council of such, that negocia- 
“ tions may be at once opened with the 
“ view either of extending, widening, 
“ or making, &¢., of roads, as the case 
“maybe. ‘The time bas now arrived 
“when any concession of land to the 
* public, no matter how small, or how 
“ remote its situation may be, should 
“ be eagerly availed of. Such a course 
« will be found, in years to come, to be 
“ of the greatest advantage to the pub- 
“lic, firstly, by obtaining increased 
“ thoreughfare accommodation, and se- 
“ condly by saving vast sums of money, 
« that must otherwise be spent, in com- 
© pensation.” 

In the matter of outside roads, 
the Council have vindicated them- 
selves from the charge which has been 
Drought against them, of neglecting 
the wish of the community that the 
road to Kungwan should be repair- 
ed. They found that the Chinese whose 





lands were taken for the purpose of 
making it, had never recoived any 
compensation, and that the whole ex- 
tont therefore would have to be pur- 
chased. The cost of doing this, of 
making bridges and of placing the 
road in travelling order would have 
been Tls, 11,000, which the Municipal 
finances would not bear. The motive 
for the constant destruction of the 
road and bridges is now at last oxplain- 
ed. Why could not the Chinese offi- 
cials tell the reason, in answer to the 
constant remonstrances addressed to 
them on the subject? Tho cost of 
completing this inner road the whole 
way to Woosung, would be somo 
Tis. 34,000. The Conncil there- 
fore infer that it bad better bo aban- 
doned in favour of the river line, 
in continuation from the Yangtze-poo. 
The work of the Defence Committee, 
in arming and equipping the Volan- 
teer Corps, is too well known to require 
more than passing allusion. The Watch 
Committee report a decrease in crime, 
Doth as regards the number of cases 
and their seriousness. The lightness of 
the punishments inflicted for petty 
larceny, and the good understand- 
ing with the thieves which impels 
the Yamén ranners to lighten oven 
these, encourages this class of crime. 
“A hundred blows can be made a 
severe punishment or a gentle cor- 
rection,” at the will of the flogger. 
One remedy, as the Council suggast, 
is in the reintroduction of the hard 
labour system, which ought never to 
have been abandoned, but which the 
Chinese distinctly refase to re-impose. 
The project of establishing’ a public 
market is mooted, and wo quite agree 
that one is badly needed. And if a 
central position be chosen, wo believe 
that it might be made a remanerative 
investment. The fanda, it is needless 
to say, could be at onco raised by de- 
bentares. 

We have now touched on the most 
noteworthy points in the report, which 
those of our readers most interested 
will doubtless peruse at length. Al- 
ready, it forma a pamphlet much bulk- 
ier than last year; but an appendix con- 
taining reports regarding the Sanitary 
condition of the Sottlement, the Land 
Assessment and other matters, is still 
to come. : 





\\ THE MUNICIPAL BUDGET, 1871.72. 
Tae Municipal budget for1871-72shows 
an estimated revenue of Ts. 213,954 
‘and an estimated expenditure of ‘Tis. 
211,836, The figures are in each in- 
stance higher than the estimated reve- 
nue and expenditure of 1870-71, but in 
the latter ease, considerably below tho 
actual result. ‘The estimated revenue 
for the past year was Tis. 206,000, in- 
cluding a balance of Tis. 13,500 for 
1869-70, and the estimated outlay Tis. 
205,189; whereas the revenue really’ 
reached ‘Tis. 239,000, and the expendi- 
tare Taels 233,200. ‘Tho estimated 
revenue for 1871-72, therefore, is Tis. 
‘ls, 18,000, and the estimated expendi- 
ture Tis. 21,500, less than the actual 
revenue and expenditure of 1870-71. 
Passing now to the details of the 

estimated revenue for 1871-72, we find, 
first, an increase of about Ts. 1,000 on 
Land tax, derivable from the proposed 
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taxation of land within the Foreign 
Settlement still owned by Chinese, 
and from the inclusion of additional 
plots of land which had before es- 
caped assessment. An increase of 
Tis. 1,500 is anticipated from the 
tax on Foreign Rentals, arising from 
new houses and amended _assessmeuts, 
and an increase of Tis. 500 on Native 
Rentuls, which speaks well for the 
sustained value of Chinese honse pro- 
perty. The Dues on Merchandise, 
more familiarly called Wharfage Dues, 
are estimated at Tis. 100,000, against 
Tis. 85,000 last year, aud Tis. 70,000 
in 1869. This tax has now become 
the main source of Municipal revenue, 
and the elasticity it has shown justifies 
the Council in relying on a farther in 
Being assessed on all goods 
passed through the Custom House, 
either inwards or outwards, by persons 
residing within the Municipal limits, 
this tax falls equally on all; and the 
steady inerease in its yield is a satis- 
factory proof of the growiug trade of 
the port. A tax is instituted for the 
first time this year on Chinese Theatres 
—as a Police measure, we presume, 
more than asa source of revenue, for ls. 
200 only are looked forward to, from 
this source. The Council also again 
bring forward the tax on native 
houses of entertainment—that is, Chi- 
nese Teashops, Samshushops and Hotels 
—which they tried to impose of their 
own power, during the past year. Tls. 
1,500 are anticipated from this new rate, 
which it is purposed to assess accord- 
ing to the estimated amount of busi- 
ness done. This tax also, as a police 
measure, is desirable, and is a legiti- 
mate source of revenue. But greater 
discretion will be needed in its assess 
ment than was shown in Febraary, when 
the sums demanded were in many 
cases exorbitant. Another tax about 
which discussion has taken place, is 
that on wheelbarrows. These are at 
present charged 200 cash a-piece a 
month, or about 6 per cout on the aver- 
age earnings of the owner. Such a 
pitiful industry is hardly a fair source 
of revenue ; yet the proposed license fee 
isat loast double whatitneed becharged, 
if the tax be merely a Police measure. 
A decrease of Tis. 372 is anticipated, in 
the tax on Pawnshops—attributable, we 
believe, to a reduction made by these 
establishments iu the rate of interest 
they charge; for this tax also is levied 
pro rata according to the business done. 
An increase of Tis, 400 in the revenue 
from Opium shops, attributable to an 
increase in their uumber, is an unsa- 
tisfactory set-off against this loss. Chi- 
nese and Foreign Livery Stables are 
assessed at Tis. 100. ‘Bringing the 
former under license will aid the 
Council in preventing the crucl em- 
ployment of ponies that are unfit for 
work. Night soil shows a farther 
decrease of Tis. 1,000, consequent on 
more owners of Chinese louse pro- 
perty {akg the privilege of removing 
the soil, into their own hands. The 











loss of revenue from this cause was! 
provided for last year, by the imposi- | 
tion of a } per cent nuisance rate. We | 
are glad to seo that the Council pro- | 
pose to establish a Lock Hospital in 
the Settlement ; and thatitis expected 
to make it self-cupporting, by a special | 
fax on the establishments’ whieh it will | 
cb. 








Turning, now, to the opposite side of 
the «ccount. we find a decrease under 
the head of Police of Tis. 1,500 for the 
estimate for 1870-1, but an increase of 
‘Tis. 2,300 over the actual outlay for 
that year, as Tis. 4,000 was saved 
on the estimate. The change in the 
estimate arises from the proposed sub- 
stitution of ten Chinese for four foreign 
policemen ; and it is probable that the 
actual outlay will‘as before be still less, 
as some of the claims which have to be 
provided for often do not occur in fall, 
in the actual working of the force. 
Tho estimate for allowances is higher 
than the actual expenditure last year, 
owing to the lapse of agreements with 
several men who have to be provided 
with passages to England.  Appro- 
priations are made of Tis. 1,000 fora 
foreign and native Distress Fond ; 
of Tis. 3,000 for the maintenance 
the Volunteer Forces,+and of the 
usual. sums to the Fire Department, 
the Soochow Bridge, the Public Gar- 
den, and other similar institutions. 
The Stud Branch figures asa new item 
in the account; but really means only 
the collection under one heading of the 
charges for horses aud carts, which were 
before scattered through tie estimates 
for the various departments. The whole 
of the Municipal rolling stock has now 
been consolidated under charge of 
Mr. Keele, avd a saving of about 
Tis. 2,000 has been effected by the 
process. The uew purchases which 
have to be made are to replace old wa- 
ter carts &c., that have been iu use since 
A saving has also been effected 
Is. 2,000 in the Sanitary branch, 
‘The first item under the head of Public 
Works is rather startling, Tis. 10,000 
for new bridges—over the Hougkew 
and Yangtze-poo creeks, and the 
Bubbling Well, Sicawei and Sinza roads. 
‘The two first uamed are much needed, 
and the bridge over the Defence Creek 
at the Sivza road could hardly be worse; 
but it seems hardly worth while to re- 
pice the existing bridges on the Bub- 

ling Well and Sikawei roads, except as 
decay renders this necessary. Drainage, 
on the other hand, figures for only Tis. 
12,750 instead of Tis. 24,000, a great 
portion of the new drainage works in 
the English Settlement having been 
completed. A drainage scheme for 














Hongkew has also been prepared, and | 


a first instalment of Tis. 6,000 towards 
carrying it into effect, is included in 
this year’s budget. We are glad to sco 
that the Defence Creek is to be deep- 
eued; aud that a pontoon jetty is to 
be erected at the end of Nanzing road. 
‘Tis. 21,000 as against Tis. 17,000 are 
appropriated fur the repair of ronds and 
footpaths within the Settlement, tho 
extra outlay being destined for’ new 
roads and for improving others which 
have not yet been properly made; wh 
‘Ts. 8,000 for kerbing and side chm 
nelling is provided. But a saving of 
Tls.. 5,000 is contemplated on ont- 
side roads, as the- appropriations for 
the Yaugtze-poo and Cross roads of 
course disappear. It is proposed to go on 
xteuding the former, gradually. Be- 
sides these necessary items of expendi- 
ture, others are named, about which we 
shall have to speak hereafter. The most 
prominent are those of Municipal 
Buildings and of Water Sepply. But 
these are extra-budget items, 
not included in the Estimate.

Intelligence reached Ningpo on the 20th 
inst. from Hangchow, of an outbreak in the 
Hoochow prefecture, and the murder of an 
official supposed to be a district magistrate, 
The men who have revolted were originally: 
braves who, when disbanded at the end of 
the rebellion, received from the government 
grants of land in the depopulated districts. 
They have, it appears, never become peace- 
ful tillers of the soil, being still impregnated 
with the leaven of their old campaigning 
and vagabond life, and the levy of the cus- 
tomary land-tax has caused them to burst 
out into open rebellion. ‘They were report- 
ed to have obtained possession of the cities 
Kwang-té-chow and Ning-kwo-hsien in 
Kiangsi, and Ch’ang-sin, Ngan-chi and 
Hsien-féng-hsien in the province of Ché- 


I Kiang, and to number a force of some se- 


venteen thousand men. The provincial 
authorities took immediate action, and 
ordered reliefs upon Hoochow from Hang- 
chow, to start immediately. Reports are 
already rife, some declaring the whole aflair 
trivial and ‘unworthy of serious thought, 
others, aud the more numerous, treating 
the revolt as something alarming, and re- ° 
quiring prompt and vigorous repression. 
The trath of course lies between the tw 
extremes, but if it be true that five cities 
we already in the hands of the insurgents, 
the authorities have good cause for 

On the 25th inst. the insurgents to the 
number of 20,000 were reported in Ningpo 
to be ravaging the country round Chien- 
ping en route for Li-yang from which Intter 
city they were said’to be only 40 li distant. 
They do not scem to have wny organised 
plan, and are giving themselves up altoge- 
ther to plunder. As usual at the outset of 
a disturbance, the provincial troops appear 
to be quite powerless to oppose any effec- 
tual check.—Cyele.

out treaties.- It is a disputed question 
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among historians whether the vision of a 
cross seen by Constantine waé real or only 
a fabrication, But there can be little doubt 
that the view of Mr. Burlingame and his 
followers, of the Chinese Government’s de- 
sire to enter the comity of nations and have 
‘the shining cross” planted on every hill,

Public Meetings. 


‘THE NORTH-CHINA INSURANCE COSIPAN’ 


Ameeting was held on the Ist instant, 
to discuss and make preliminary arrange 
ments for reconstituting the Company at the 
end of the present term.

nicating with other Northern ports, and with 
England, prevented ns from agcertcining spec 
dily ‘the facts connected with the carrying out 
of the work we ivish to accomplish ; and partly 
because the old stock of Bibles on ‘hand when 
we commenced operations; together with those 
more recently procured with our own funds, 
have sufficed to_meet all demands up to the 
present time. Now, however, our Depository 
needs replenishing, aud ‘we are in possession 
of the information necessary to guide us in 
our future undertakings. 

‘Ata meeting of the Managers held on the 
9th of Feb. 1869, it was resolved to remit the 
amount of subscriptions collected up to that 
ate, to the Parent Society in. London, re- 
questing that one half might be returned to us 
in the form of well bound Bibles, and the 
other half accepted as our contribution to the 
general funds. ‘The Parent Society, however,

815 volumes taken up by a8 
many different hands might find their w 
into as many houses, and command an 
nite number of readers. ‘The Report had 
mentioned the desirability of having an 
agoney, but without a location or au agenay 
they had quite sufficient to encourage them 
in the work—to make them look back with 
thankfulness and forward with hope. He 
(the Chairman) held in his hand the 66th 
annual report of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, a number which showed it 
was no new work the Shanghai Society 
was engaged in. From that report it 
appeared int 2,186,186 copies of the 
Bit le had been put in circulation dur- 
ing the twelve months, bringing up the 
ible 
Society to 59,396,671 copies—showing what 
a great work was being carried on by the 
parent Association. ‘Then in a’mission: 
Point of view, if they turned to the Society's 
report they would see what it did for China 
and Japan. In the first place, they had 
printed the entire Bible, Morrison's version, 
in Chinese, and some in Marshman’s ver: 
sion and that by the Board of Revisers. So 
that China proper and the islands of the 
Indian Archipelago had largely benefited 
by the labours of the Society. Another 
excellent edition published was the New 
Testament in Mandarin colloquial, and the 
same in the Ningpo colloquial, Roman 
character ; a gospel and an epistle was pre- 
paring in ‘the Canton colloquial ; and the 
gospels of St. Matthew and St. Loke in the 
fakka dialect, Roman character, had also 
been prepared, and were circulated in Hong- 
kong and neighbourhood. There was also 
the Manchu ‘Testament, circulated in Man- 
churia, and putting the scriptures in the 
Court fongnaso ofPekin. They had also the 
Bible for Laster Mongolia the gospel of St. 
Matthew preparing for Southern Mongolia 
and portions of the New Testament printed 
in Japanese and Loochooan. The operations 
of the Society thus occupied a wide field, and 
surely a Society which did such work as he 
had been able in a fewminutes to lay before 
thers, was deserving of their assistance and 
commanded their deepest interest. Look 
at home also, at Great Britain, and contem- 
plate the work done there, where there 
was not a village, or hamlet ‘that was not 
more or less indebted to the Bible Society 
for the aid it had given to the circulation of 
the Scriptures. Let them also consider

‘Testament was now printed in the 
lemguage,’ "Ho beligved ie could now be 
obtained for 2d.; and certainly the Society 
which had done much to bring this about 
deserved well of all. It was no ordinary 
work they were engaged in circulating. 
It was the word of God—let them keep 
that always before them—a book written 
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by holy men who wrote and spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost ; and in no 
cause should they work with more zeal than 
in the energetic circulation of the book 
containing the revelation of the provision 
for man’s highest need. 

‘Dr. HexpEnsoy said they had heard the 
report read with so much interest, and the 
Chairman had made so exellent and 
eloquent. a commentary on it, that it re- 
mained for him simply to propose— 

That the Report be received, and the sug- 
gestion for the establishment’ of an. inde- 
Pendent Depository be commended to the 
consideration of the incoming committee of 
managers. 

‘Mr. E. J. Hogg had much pleasure in 
seconding the resolution. The late 
ment at which he received it had not giv 
hhim time to accompany this duty with any 
remarks, but, they had heard the report 
with great satisfaction, and he thought the 
report would be passed with acclamation. 

"he CHAIRMAN, on putting the first reso- 
lution to the meeting remarked that it con- 
tained an important suggestion, that for an 
independent Depository. It would no doubt 
be better that sucha Depository should be 
obtained, and that it should be on this side 
the water, in a place where Bibles could be 
more readily procured. Still, the Bibles 
were not hindered from distribution where 
they at present were, as the Report testified. 

‘The report was then passed. 

The Revd, Canon Burenen said when 
Richard Watson, subsequently Bishop 
of Llandoff, in 1767, published his Apo- 
logy for Christianity, His Majesty 
King George the third, in his rough blun- 

jering way, said he did not know that 
Christianity’ required any apology. The 
revd. speaker recalled this anecdote when 
attending meetings like the present, for he 
could not help fecling some diftidence in 
saying complimentary things about the 
Bible—the book which contained all the 
treasures of wisdom and knowledge. Still 
it became at, times needful to recall what 
the Bible had been to us, for long posses 
sion of the sacred volume tended to make 
men forgetful of the boon, and inconsiderate 
of its preciousness. Primarily, the Bible is 
regarded as the revelation of the salvation 
provided for, mankind, by the, prosious 
ood of our Lord and Saviour ; but there 
was another viewin which it might be taken— 
that of acivilisingagency ; and man civilised 
through that agency is a being who makes 
the best use of the moral and intellectual 
faculties he has got from God. This view 
swas strikingly exemplified by looking at the 
countries which have the Bible, which are 
full of light, and the countries which have 
it not, which are full of darkness and eruel 
habitations, As for this work in which 
they were engaged, they had the assurance 
of our Lord that if they carried it out in 
singlenesss and faith, that faich would in 
time meet its reward. The work might be 
slow and the results ‘by no means directl 
encouraging, but“ Behold, the husband. 
man waiteth for the precious fruit of the 
garth and hath long patience for it, until 
he receive the early and latter’ rain.” 
So they should wait for China and_ for 
all the world to reap the blessings of the 
Gospel. With these few words he would 
more the resolution put into his hands :—

Rev. Mz. Ne1sox had much pleasure in 
seconding the expression of thanks to hi 
Lordship for presiding on this occasion. 
Not but that his Lordship might count the 

sition as carrying with itsome privilegeand 
honour. With regard to the Secretaryship, 
it appeared to him that Mr. Syle was not 
only particularly qualified for the duties, 
but had a peculiar fitness to discharge 
them, for no one could lay better claim 
to be an Americanised Ei 
glicised American, and his experience of 
both countries enabled him to wor 
effectively in his position here. With re- 
ference to this great work, which they were 
all happy to have hand in, and the man who 
had most to do felt the happiest ; it oceur- 
red_to his mind that the question of the 
civilising power of the Biblowas one which 
must come up with great force in this 
count Let them divorce the Bible from 
civilization, and think for a moment 
Western civilization would have been 
out it. It really was the base of all ci 
tion, and nothing enduring had been 
accomplished without it. “One of the 

atest mistakes ever made was that of 
Grorcing the Bible from education in. the 
Indian empire, and it was a mistake which 
had conduced to the dreadful mutiny which 
occurred there. Western arts and arms 
had been introduced to India, and the 
native population trained and educated in 
qualifications, in acuteness and skilfulness, 
and so one of the great causes of the power 
of the rebellion was provided. ‘They were 
going to work the same way in China, 

ing the Chinese similar qualifications 
without real civilization, and the results 
would bethesame beforemany years had gone 
over. While they gave China. the civiliza- 
tion which was the fruit of Christianity they 
should at the same time inculcate what 
was its basis. The Chinamen were learn- 
ing very fast—were providing themselves 
with arsenals, armories, and’ steamboats. 
‘hey did not fear any toil in the acquire- 
ment of Western knowledge ; and though 
they might not have the enterprise and 
energy of Western nations, they had this 
unflagging industry, which impelled them 
to work night and day. Let the success 
with which many of them had acquired the 
English language be taken as an illustration 
of their perseverance and intelligence. No 
matter whether they had done so correctly 
or not, they had done it so far that they 
had gone in advance of and al) but su 
seded the need of regular schools for that 
purpose. Chinamen might be found going 
about always with English books, they 
asked eagerly for information as to the 
meaning of words, and noted down in Chi- 
nese the replies given them. Some time 
since, they had been content with the most 
wretched English, but they were now 
making great advances, and in very many 
cases, where they were employed in foreign 
hongs and other places, they tried to speak 
English with purity. "Still they did not 
care for Christianity—only for its results— 
and these results they would have. Within’ 
the next 25 years knowledge would spread 














































wonderfully—the most powerful instru- 
ments, those destructive to human life in 
partictlar, would be in their hands ; and the 
good of spreading the Bible would be to 
Keep the true civilising ageney side by side 
with these things, as a controlling influence. 
There existed no real difficulty to the Chi- 
nese reading and understanding the Bible, 
and they did now both read and under: 
stand it to a considerable extent, while 
they were in many cases only’ enger 
to have it placed in their hands and 
to gain a knowledge of its truths—it gave 
understanding to the simple ; the com- 
mon people‘heard it gladly. For example, 
aman some time since came here and 
obtained a Chinese testament, which he 
carried into one of the interior’ provinces. 
‘When he returned to Shanghai again he 
brought a remarkable tale. He said the 
people had become greatly interested in the 
contents of the book. ‘They had all tried to 
readitand were so impressed by it thatthey 
caine to the conclusion it ought to be taught 
intheir schools. «As there was only the one 
copy, they agreed that it should be sent 
round for perusal, but made a rule that 
no one should retain it longer than 
twodays. This proved to be too slow, and 
they therefore had it taken to pieces, a 
number of copies made, so that it might 
quickly be placed within the reach of all of 
them, and after having done so they brought 
together all the pieces and bound them 
up again, in order that the original 
might be preserved as their standard. In 
reading it they had been struck with the 
genealogies ; they said the work pertained 
only to the posterity, they wished also to get 
that referring to the ancestry, and so the 
man appeared again to procure a Bible. 
Give the Chinese civilization in the form 
of artsandsciences, arms and drill, and with- 
out the Bible they might become destroyers 
of half the human race, for they would be 
formidable from their numbers and power- 
ful to spread mischief through the world. 
‘The rev. speaker therefore took great plen- 
sure in congratulating the meeting on the 
object which it was their common desire to 
accomplish——that of placing the true foun- 
tain of civilization in the hands of the Chi- 
nese, to be'to them what it had been to 


other lands, 
‘Tho Cuanmay thanked the, meeting for 
the resolution just passed. He could only 
express his gratification in being present, 
hearing the report, and observing the ad- 
vance which the Society had made, He 
thought Mr. Butcher's remarks sound and 
excellent, and Mr. Nelson had certainly 
urged good reasons for the furtherance of 
tho objects of the Society. If on any future 
oceasion when visiting Shanghai he could 
render any assistance to the Bible Society, 
here or elsowhere, he should esteem it a 
priviloge. They should not be discouraged 
in this work—indeed they had much to en- 
courage them, and Mr. Nelson’s remarks 
ought to stir them up and induco them to 
frosh exertion to spread the Bible in China, 
The benediction was then pronounced.

‘TIE U. 8. EXPEDITION TO COREA. 
‘Mn. Fis ro Mr, Frepenick F, Low. 
Washington, April 20, 1870. 
Sm: Tt has been decided to authorize 
negotiations to be had with the authorities 
of Corea, for the purpose of securing a 
treaty for the protection of shipwrecked 
mariners, and to intrust the conduct of the 
negotiations to you. Should the oppor- 
tunity seem favorable for. obtaining com- 
mercial advantages in Corea, the proposed 
treaty should include provisions to that 
effect; but the President principally aims 
in this mission to secure protection and 
good treatment to such seamen of the 
United States as may unhappily be wrecked 
upon those shores. 
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‘The inclosed copies of the treaties con- 
eluded with Japan at Kanagawa in 1854, 
‘and at Yedo in 1858, will serve to point 
out the kind of protection which yon will 
seek to secure, as well as the commercial 
articles which it may be desirable to enter 
into. These. copies, together with the 
copies of dispatches. from Consul-General 
Seward, which are inclosed, indicate fully 
‘what you are to endeavor to obtain, 

Little is known of the shore’ or internal 
waters of Corea, or of the people who inha- 
Dit that country. Before leaving to carry 
out these instractions, you will endeavor 
to gather all the information on these sub- 
jects that can be obtained in Pekin. Some 
Political connection exists between China 
‘and Corea, which may make it advisable 
for you to secure, in advance, the good will | 
and, possibly, the good offices of the Pekin 
government. You will, of course, do what- 
ever can be done in that way. 

‘Admiral Rogers will receive instructions, 
a copy of which has been forwarded you in 
my No. 8 from the Navy Department, to 
place at your disposal accommodation upon 
the flag-ship, and to accompany you him- 
self upon this mission, with a display of 
force adequate to support the dignity of 
this Government. You will maintain entire 
frankness and unreserve with Admiral 
Rogers, conferring freely with him in every 
stage ofthe negotiations f 

in arranging the time for carrying out 
these instriictions, it is also desirable, if 
possible, to secure the presence and codpera- 
tion of Consul-General Seward, who has 
had great experience in oriental character, 
and who has also made a study of this 
question, Admiral Rogers has instructions 
to take that officer with him in case he re~ 
turns to China before you go. It is not 
supposed here that you will be able to 
comply with-these instructions before next 
year, in which case Mr. Seward will pro- 
ibly be at his post. 

It will also be necessary in making your 
arrangements to consult the convenience of 
‘Admiral Rogers, and to defer to his 
superior knowledge of the best season for 
navigating those waters. 

‘The Department relies upon you, in ful- 
filling these instructions, to exercise pru- 
donce and discretion, to maintain firmly 
the right of the United States to have their 
seamen protected, to avoid a conflict by 
force wnless it cannot be avoided without 
dishonor, and to seek in all proper ways 
the harmonious and friendly assistance of 
the Chinese Government.

‘Tite TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 
‘Mn. Wane to tHe Eaxt oF CLaREND6s. 
Pexmxo, July 3, 1870. 

My Lord,—By the Russian mail of the 
agth June Lhad the honour to forward 
your Lordship a report of thé attack upon 
the French Settlement at Tientsin, and the 
fearful massacre of the Consul and other 
French subjects. 

‘Thave delayed writing up.to the last 
moment in hopes that I might vetuiee 
to supply something like a connected his 
of cits Yorrible outbreak 5 but this js not 
yet in my power. I have arranged the des- 
patches and memoranda enclosed in some- 
thing like chronological order, and I have 
added an‘analytical table of their contents, 
which may be of some assistance in the 
study of this mass of documents. 

‘The most important of these, in my opin- 
ion, is the. letter of the French Consul, 
the unfortunate M. Fontanier, dispatched 
from Tientsin at 10 o’clock on the morning 
‘of the 2ist June, little more than an hour 
bofore his death. Itshows that for some 
days previously there had_ been mobs sur- 
rounding the Hospital of the Sisters of 
‘Merey, and clamouring against them ; the 
ory being that they were receivers of stolen 
children, of whose: hearts and eyes they 
made unholy use.

33). In their Materia Medica various parts 
of the human frame are employed for pur- 
poses unknown to Western science (vide 
Inclosure 34). ‘The educated classes are, in 
all that belongs to physiological knowledge, 
as ignorant and superstitious as the common 
ple. I thinkit is aslikely as not that the 
Mentsin authorities did ‘believe, as. the 
Prgele believed, that children were being 
kidnapped, and that for the purposes al- 
leged; nor would this conclusion be shaken 
if it were shown that, as some declare, they 
took pains to extort & confession from ‘those 
who have been brought before them as 
guilty of Kidoapping, It is the habit of 
ir Courts, in half the serious cases they 
try, to strain the evidence to secure a con- 
vietion. 

Tam not going to contend that they were 
not anti-foreign,—it would be difficult to 
understand how any mandarin can be any~ 
thing else ; and I shall not deny that had 
they chosen to soothe the people the 
people might have been soothed, though 
this is by no means absolutely ‘certain. 
But it does appear that the only means 
to this end was neglected, 
one chance of averting the storm was 
thrown away in the interview in which M. 
Fontanier reports the authorities who were 
demanding an inspection of the hospital 
to have forgotten themselves so far as to 
menace him with the wrath of the people. 

Ch’ung Hou is a Manchu, high in office, 
but without magisterial functions. Durin, 
the ten years that he has filled the post of 
‘Minister Superintendent (we might call him 
Consul-General) ofthe northern ports, he 

as gained tlie good opinion of every forei 

offical with whom he has had to deal. But 
the good understanding he has contrived 
to maintain with them would but add to 
his powerlessness in a crisis like that just 
past. He must have known! what was 
ahead of him at least some days before the 
storm broke, and he is certainly charge- 
able with having done nothing to put for- 
eigners on their guard. He seems to have 
regarded the.affair as exclusively French, 
or more properly Romish, and he may have 
hoped that the arrangement to by 
M. Fontanier on the 20th would have 
enabled him to calm the public mind. Had 
he thought otherwise, however, I doubt 
that he would have ventured to give the 
alarm, The blow struck, he tells a story 
which must bereceived with very great cau- 
tion, to wit, that M. Fontanier came armed 
to his yamén, abused him, fired a pistol, if 
not at him, in his presence; similarly as- 
saulted the Magistrate, and was consequent- 
ly killed by the people. 

‘Mr. Lay proves that in one important 
particular he has contradicted himself. On 
the 22nd he affirmed that M. Fontanier had 
been killed close to him, and that he had 
his remains in his yamén. On the 23rd 
MM. Fontanier’s body was recovered by Mr. 
Lay from the river. 

the other part there is almost com- 
plete unanimity in the reports that ML Fon- 
tanier was seen armed_towards 
Ch’ung Hov’s yamén, and that either he or

his companion did fire at, or threaten, the 
Magistrate with some weapon. And if this 
took place in Gl’ung Hou’s yamén, his 
followers, to say nothing of the nob, would 
infallibly have eut down the unhappy Con- 
sul. The riot once begun, no official would 
for the time have been able to stay it. The 
most active of the rioters would of course 
be those who had something to gain by it, 
and I think with Mr. Lay that the attitude 
of the community and the badness of the 
weather had inuch to say in the immunity 
of the British settlement from molestation. 

On receipt of the news of this tragedy at 
Peking it was agreed that the Representa- 
tives of the Treaty Powers in residence 
should sign a collective note to the Prince 
of Kung. [ inclose a copy of this with the 
reply to it. His Highness is still confined 
to his room, but the conferences between 
the Ministers of the Yamén and the Diplo- 
matic Corps have been frequent. These 
have led to one or two results worth notice. 

Upon the 28th, a Decree* was published 
apparently to mect the wishes expressed in 
the collective note. It is but a lukewarm 
production. It condemns, indeed, the law- 
ess proceedings of the ‘Tien-tsinese, but it 
scarcely insists with the peremptoriness the 
occasion demands upon the duty of the 
Government, under ‘Treaty, both towards 
foreigners and towards Christians. Upon 
the 29th a second Decree,t not published in 
the Gazette, but communicated to foreign 
Ministers, announced the appointment of 
Ch’ung Hou as High Commissioner to 
France ; an arrangement understood to be 
specially acceptable to the French Legation. 
Iv is believed that he will have a colleague, 
but the Minister is not yet named. He will 
be most likely a Chinese. 

The Tien-tsm outrage has, of course, 
been well ventilated amongst the Pekinese, 
but no foreigner has been in any way 
molested, nor have I heard any one remar! 
upon the slightest change up here in the 
demeanour of the population.

Srr,—Finding very great difficulty in ob- 
taining any. accurate information fiom. the 
Chinese, oF from others during the excitement 
that has prevailed here for the past week, I 
hesitated to write to tell you what happened 
before the late lamentable demonstration on 
the part of the Chinese towards French sub- 
jects. Moreover, Iwas 0 pressed for time, 
‘and had so much to do, that 1 thought it bet- 
ter to leave the account for the present, and. 
write when quiet was restored. 

‘My duty seemed to me to be to tell you all 
that had happened and was happening ; to 
protest in the strongest way to the Chinese 
Against these outrages ; to guard the Settle- 
tlement ; to ask the authorities that any for- 
eign Subjects in the Chinese subjects might 
be sent to fhe under guard, no matter what 
their nationality ; to protect British goods in 
the city ; to protect our churches and meeting- 
houses ; to protect living French subjects, and 
to take care of the dead ; to search for the 
bodies of those killed, and endeavour to re- 

ize them, to give them Christian inter- 
ment, to hold examinations of the bodies for 
identification ; to keep them in our cemetery 
until the French ask for them to-bury them. 

All this had to be done, and was done by 
me ; and I contented myself with reporting 
to you, day by day, what I had done, 

Now, however, that the excitement is some- 
what allayed, I ean give more particulars as 
to the cause of this trouble. 

I would commence by saying that I have 
much difficulty in getting at the truth. Chi- 
nese say nothing, or say anything they fancy 
you wish them to say, and directly you begin 
to examine them they are specchless. Iam 

ing Mr. Lees to examine all his converts 
in the city, and will get their evidence as 
soon as possible. ‘The Chinese are in such a 
dreadful state of fright from their own au- 
thorities, and from their fear of retribution,

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trouble, massacre, that they are really afraid 
fa say anything frightful of committing theu- 
selves, or bringing the authorities upon them. 

Rumours were abroad some time ago that 
the Chinese were disgusted at the action of 
the Sisters of Charity in buying children— 
they said for wicked purposes—and would 
take vengeance, 

I took advantage of a call the Sisters made 
upon Mrs. Lay a week before the outrages 
were committed, to ask them if these ru- 
mours were true ; did they fear any trouble ? 
They laughed at the idea, and said that there 
were a few bad men in the city, but they 
were not afraid. 

‘A few days later there was the old cry, 
“ihe Sisters are buying children to scop 
their eyes out,” and ‘so on ; but all seeme 

ict, and I expected nothing more than that 
there would probably be some request from 
the authorities for the Sisters to abstain from 
buying children. 

On the 18th, however, I heard the Chib-Fu 
(\‘ Head Magistrate”) had put out a Proclama- 
tion in which, so far from quieting the people, 
he excited them by saying he had hi 
these wicked practices ; was very much hurt ;

kidnapping, and Le would punish any one 
severely who was caught stealing children for 
wnholy purposes. This Proclamation was ad- 
Ging fuel to the fire. 

Gn the 20th, as the 19th was Sunday I 
wrote to Ch'ung-Hou, stating that I had had 
‘a complaint from Mr. Lees that the Christian 
converts were being molested, and the chapels 
and hospital (British) had been threatened ; 
and I him to issue a Proclamation pro- 
Hibiting ‘people to touch the chapels “and 
hospit 

Thad no idea then that matters were so 
‘serious, and I thought a Proclamation posted 
at once in the city (as the then demonstration 
was principally against Christians and their 
religion) would at once stave off disturbance, 

In the afternoon, however, Dr. Frazer re- 

orted to me that he had been mobbed, but 
being on horseback he escaped from the people 
who insulted him. As all the Chinese had 
gone home in the city, I had no means of 
writing into the city.’ The next morning 
however, as soon as I could got the Chinese 
teacher, I wrote to Ch'ung Hou, calling at- 
tention’ to this insult, calling attention to 
rumours in the city, and asking him to request 
the Chih-Fu, who had already issued’ one 
Proclamation, at once to issue another and 
explain clearly that Chinese subjects must 
be civil to, and not molest Her Majesty's 
subjects while passing through the, city, or 
engaged in their various business at Tientsin. 
This, Lthought, would be at once done, but 
nothing of the Kind bas yet appeared. 

The whole of the trouble was quite unex- 
pected—it came suddenly ; and Mr. Lees in 
forms me that he is ly to swear he heard 
the zongs beat to call the mob together. 

‘These gongs are in change of the “ huo-hui” 
(tire brigade), and are beaten in case of fire or 
any other trouble. On the gongs being sound- 
ed, the whole of the Tientsin people turn out, 
and flock to a certain point indicated. In this 
case they seem to have been told where to go ; 
and if no, the presence, and shootin ng 
large mob of people close to the French Consu- 
late aud Cathedral would very soon indicate 
‘the destination of those who were ealled out. 

‘There is very little doubt in my mind that 
the Chinese atithorities could have prevented 
this massacre had they wished, but 1 cannot 
see that any steps were taken by them to al- 
Jay the excitement ; on the contrary, the 
Chih-Fu increased it by giving eredence to the 
reports against the Sisters. 

Ch'ung Hou, the head Mandarin here, a 
special Commissioner, had a difficult part to 
Pay. He has no juriediction in Tientain, and 

¢ is most unpopular from his being friendly 
to foreigners. Had he tried to stay this trou- 
Dle when it arose, he would prohably have 
een killed, for it seems the mob were deter- 
mined to have revenge on the French, and 
Nould bave let nothing stand in their way. L 
think, however, that he is guilty of neglect of 
duty in not issuing a proclamation long before, 
or of informing me of his disability. 

No one knew the state of affairs better than 
he, and re be ere raiied, until he saw the

TF Vide Norti-China Herald July 22ud, 1670,

Iwill add that, supposing your view correct, 
viz., that the rising was against all foreigners, 
and suggested by the anti-foreign feeling of the 
influential classes, who have no reason to love

of others, I would gladly avoid anything 
that might seem to indicate a want of sym- 
pathy on my part. I will admit, besides, 
that would not, if I could help it, even 
expose myself to the imputation that, in 
the case of a calamity so terrible, I was 
wanting in sympathy. The charge is all 
but certain, at the same time, to be brought 
against any one who, at this moment, shall

hat there are two sides to it. Ido not 
exonerate the Chinese Government from 
blame, but I am bound to oppose the con- 
clusion which the foreign public appears to 
me over-ready to adopt, viz, that, to use 
the stock phrase, “the ‘mandarins were at 
the bottom of it all,” and that the well- 
intentioned proceedings of the Sisters of 
Merey at ‘Tientsin were in no way respon- 
sible for the fearful catastrophe in which, 
with their co-nationals, they were involved.

I 
also showed that, in the materia medica of 
China, various portions of the human frame 
are considered available for medical.pur- 














There is another belief in the Chinese 
mind just now very worthy of note, a be- 
lief of ancient date, that evil deeds 
bring the curse of heaven’ on the land in 
the form of drought, flood, pestilence, war, 
earthquake, &e. I should have drawn at= 
tention to’ this before, because in the 
‘Minister Ch’ung Hou’s letter to the Yamén 
of the 19th of June, he commences by | 
observing that the long want of rain had 
alrendy disquieted the people's minds, 
when, at the beginning of the month, 
rumours began to circulate that young 
children, drugged and kidnapped, had been 
buried by the Sisters of Mercy. 

I will here mention that, within a few 
days after the news of the massacre reached 
Peking, the teacher of a foreign student 
(not in ‘this Legation), with whom he was 
conversing upon what had happened at 
Tientsin, observed that, by the heavy rains 
since the event, heaven had testified its 
satisfaction at the punishment that had fal- 
len upon the French. He hastened to qua- 
lify what he had said, but I have no doubt 
that he had spoken his true thoughts. He 
believed that the Roman Catholics had 














been kidnapping children, and that heaven 
had punished them accordingly. 

‘The same belief, that ‘heaven is out- 
raged and earth revolts,” is recorded in 2 
letter from Cantonese at Tientsn to Can- 
tonese at Chefoo, translation of which has 
been sent me by Mr. Mayers. 

There is no reason to doubt the genuine- 
ness of these letters, and they are certainly 
something towards’ proof of a goneral im- 
pression that children had been bewitched 
and kidnapped ;_ that they had been stolen 
at the instance of the Roman Catholics, and 
for horrible purposes ; and that a Roman 
Catholic Chinese Agent, by name Wang 
San, incriminated by a kidnapper on his 
trial, was protected in the religious estab- 
lishinents. f 

I inclose copy of the despatch, in 
which Mr, Mayers forwarded two of these 
letters, together with copy of a very in- 
teresting conversation he had had with the 
Taoutae, Lin. 

In his despatch, Mr. Mayers remarks on 
“the matter-of-fact way in which [the let- 
lers he sends] refer to the virtnal encourage- 
ment given by the local authorities to the 
delusion and fury of the people.” 

I depreeate this language. ‘The Magis- 
trates could scarcely have done less than 
they are here represented to have done, if 
they believed, and their education consi- 
dered, I know no reason why they should 
not believe it. In his conversation with 
the Taoutae, Lin, a man apparently of moro 
than ordinary information about foreign 
countries, Mr. Mayers was astonished to 
find that he, too, professed his belief in the 
malpractices imputed to Romanists. It 
does not astonish me. . The story is of old 
date, and not told only of the Roman Ca- 
tholics. ‘They, the Roman Catholic 
no doubt eminently unpopular with the 
educated class ; and unpopularity, accord- 
ing to the commonest of laws, will doubtless 
dispose those who hate them to believe the 
more readily any evil that may be told of 
them. But I am satisfied of this, that most, 
if not all of the high officials with whom L 
am in constant intercourse, do believe, as 
firmly as tivo centuries since it was believ- 
ed by Sir Matthew Hale, that by the use of 
drugs and spells children can be bewitched ; 
and if at all, why not by Roman Catholic 
Agents? and if by them, why not for pur- 
poses which all China believes the human 
body can be made to serve ? 

Tenclose my answer to Mr. Mayers’ des- 
patch, And now of the Tien-tsin ontrage, 
taken by itself. I will only say here that 
the excitement. w gi 
ing the Tien-tsin people for at lenst three 
or four weeks before the massacre, appears 
to me to require no other explanation than 
that popularly assigned it by the Chinese. 
Tt is right to add that if, .as some Chinese 
assert, the authorities, civil or military, did, 
on the 2ist, encourage the mob, their so 
doing would not have been thought blame- 
worthy, but meritorious. The Chinese 
letters, written to Chinese, though giving 
the authorities credit for their proceedings 
against Wang San and otherwise, say no 
word that would imply even their approval 
of the riot. 

Zé, as the same letters allege, and I have 
heard the same allegation here, Ch’ang 














| Hou and the otheranthorities refused in the 


first instance, to entertain the petitions of 
those who accused the’Roman Catholics of 
kidnapping, the outbreak of the 21st June 
must, in great part, be laid to their charge. 
Ido not make out that, until a few days 
before it took place, they communicated 
with M. Fontanier upon the subject at all, 
although, as stated in his letter of the 2ist 
to Mr. Rochechouart, there had been, and 
that for some day past,‘ attroupments ” 
about the Sisters’ hospital. 

‘The unhappy man himself, one would 
think, cannot have measured the danger of 
the situation, for his first word to his Mi- 
nister was written but on the morning of 
the massacre, and he speaks of all peril as 
past. 
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He says nothing of his refusal to surren- 
der Wang Sang to the magistrate, whose 
appearance at the Consulate at the time of 
the disturbance is explained by common 
gossip to have had the man’s arrest for its 
object. On this point we shall be better 
able to decide by-and-bye. 

‘Where was but one means of averting 
mischief, an inquiry that would have sa- 
tisfied the Chinese; and such an inquiry, 
it is shown by the letters of both, M. Fon- 
tanier and Chung Hou had it in contem- 

ation very presently to institute. That, 
faa it taken place, the storm would have 
een turned aside, is established, I think, 
by the letter* of Ma Sin-i, Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Two-kiang, informing the Yamén 
of the steps taken by him in the face of a 
Similar difcuity at Nankin 

Linclose translation of this paper, the 
sum of which is this, that the people had 
been excited for aboutamonth, at the same 
time and by the same description of rum- 
ours as the people of Tien-tsin, that he, 
too, had rejected as baseless the charyes 
made by kidnappers against the Roman 
Catholic Priests (there are no Sisters at 
Nanking), that he had beheaded a large 
number of kipnappers ; and that, finding 
the people still unguiet, and a proposal on 
foot to attack the Roman Catholic establish- 
ment, he sent officials to inspect the pre- 
mises. The Jesuits made no difticulty. 
‘They showed every corner of their premises 
to their visitors, and Proclamations were 
then issued by which public confidence was 
completely restored. 

I inclose translation (A) of one of these 
Proclamations issued by the Prefect on the 
10th of June, and forwarded me by Mr. 
Medhurat, also copy of his despaich. 

The Prefect of Naniin, informs the peo- 
Je that he had sent oflicers to the Roman 
‘atholic Mission. The statement of the 

missionary visited, as it established the 
falschood of the charges current, he 
lishes. He will punish kidnappers, and the 
people are not to be misled by anonymous 
placards,—the common form of public pro- 
secution in China. 

‘The translation will enable your Lord- 
ship to judge whether, as I regard it, this 
proclamation is fairly caleulated to rectify 
misapprehension, or, as it appears to Mr. 
Medhurst, a clumsy’ attempt to free the 
missionaries from the imputation under 
which they have lai 

I must add, in justice to Mr. Medhurst, 
that he has not seen the letter of the Gov- 
ernor-General, Ma Sin-i, which was writ- 
ten since the massacre, and which only 
came into my hands a few days ago. 

Your Lordship will observe that the Gov- 
emor-General notices these movements as 
having occurred almost simultaneously in 
Tien-tsin and at Nanking. The Romish 
missions both in Che-kiang and ‘Kuang-tung 
were also on the qui vite; but I believe the 
alarm has passed away. 

have stated that I do not think the 
Government “at the bottom” of all this ; 
on the contrary, if I am not mistaken, it is 
seriously embarrassed by these movements, 
and for very sufficient reason, The Gor- 
ernor-General suggests no explanation of 
them, neither have I heard a Chinese high 
in office hint at any. It is my impression, 
and not wholly mine, that the kidnappers, 
real or counterfeit, ate put forward by the 
disaffected to secure a collision between the 
Imperial Government and the French. The 
murder of six young Englishmen in 1847, 
in a village in Canton, “as papers which 
came years after into my hands made plai 
immediately suggested the commencement 
of an insurrectionary enterprize to the afii- 
iated societies with which the province 
abounds. The popular misgiving about 
the bewitchment of children and its object, 
with the Asiles de In Sainte Enfance to 
point to, might become a useful weapon in 
‘the hand of any enemy of the Government, 
even were the public ind not desiguedly 
worked upon. I think it is plain that in 
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this instance it has been so worked upon ; 
but that mandarins, lesser or greater, have 
been the instigators of violence, we have 
not, as yet, in my opinion, any evidence 
worth examination to show. 

Still less do I hold the Central Govern- 
ment directly responsible for what has oc- 
curred ; but remotely it is very seriously 
responsible. For one great cause of mis- 
understandings in this country is, without 
doubt, that ignorance of the foreigner's 
real nature and lavful rights, without en- 
lightenment of which there is no hope that 
the dislike and mistrust of him felt by the 
people and their authorities will be remoy- 
ed; and to enlighten this ignorance the 
Central Government does, practically, next 
to nothing. Its attitude, and its tone in 
correspondence, not intended to meet the 
public eye, on the contrary, though not 
hostile, is never cordial. ‘Hence, not im- 
mediately the ‘Tien-tsin rising, but a state 
of public opinion which makes similar out- 
breaks possible. 

‘The remedy is that the Government 
should by deed and word boldly declare its 
recognition of the equality of foreign Gov- 
ernments with its own, and its determina- 
tion to enforce fulfilment of its engage- 
ments. 

Thave worked hard to impress this 
truth upon the Yamén, 
Thare, &c., 
(Signed) Tomas Frasers Wave.

NANKING, DATED Juxe 10, 1870.

1e Prefect hereby issues a notification for 
general information. 

‘Whereas at the present momeut there have 
been cases, both in the town of Nanking itself 
and in its neighbourhood, of drugs being used. 
to stupify and kidnap people, there have been 
many arrests, and the Viceroy has ordered 
executions asa warning to criminals and to 
relieve men's minds. It came to my hearing 
that false reports had circulated that the Ro- 
man Catholic missionaries were implicated. 
‘An officer was accordingly deputed to make 
inguiries. 

‘The verbal deposition of the Rev. M. 
(Kao), is as follows -—“ We mission. 
aries love the people and hate the wicked 
kidnappers. If any of our disciples or 
foreigners really are iraplicated, let them on 
Drool produce arrested and severely punish. 

de. According to this itis evident that 
missionaries are innocent in their work, and 
have nothing to do with the crime of kiduap- 
jing. Their evidence is trustworthy. I there- 
Tore notify to the people of the neighbourhood 
to be very cautious not to be excited by false 
rumours. With to the punishment of 
the evildoers, and the putting down of the 
crime, I have already a plan in my mind. As 
fo Kiduappers, I shall make no distinetion or 
favouritism, whether they be Christus ot 
ordinary: ple ; they wil punished accord- 
{ng to the enactments of the’ Criminal Code. 
After this notification, if anyone spreads false 
rumours, or puts up anonymous notices, you 
may depend upon it he is one of the wicked 
kidnappers who, shrouding himself among the 
people, stirs them up, -and excites them in 
onder that he may not Lie found out. I diseo- 
vered that by my secret investigations. If 
such a person be taken, he shall be severely 
punished without merey.

or about Tientsin, The stories about the 
removal of hearts and eyes from the corpses- 
of children are utterly unsupported. 

On the other hand it speaks of Wang 
San, the Roman Catholic, at whose instance: 
a kidnapper, arrested two days before the 
massacre, declared he had been acting, as- 
having admitted, though he subsequently 
retracted the statement, that he had 

ed this kidnapper. 

‘This, I fear, will be found to be an at~ 
tempt to excuse the torture of Wang San, 
who, hear, has been very cruelly dealt 
with, 

__ The latter part of the Memorial, as quoted. 
in the Decree, is intended to sereen both 
authorities and people. ‘The explanation 
of that popular suspicion to which the Ro- 
man Catholics became obnoxious may be

he mob who did act, Iean have no- 
doubt, might be classified in three sections.

love of disorder and the hope of plunder.

“he Prefect and Magistrate, the authori- 
ties, who should have controlled the mob, 
did’ nothing, so far as I can ascertain, to 
that end; and by a decreo* of the same date, 
the 23rd of July, they have been committed 
gn the application of Tseng Kwvo-fan to the 
Board of Punishments, He had been at 
Tientsin since the 9th of July, and I attri- 
bute this step, his delay in faking which 
ig as yet incomprehensible, to M. de 
Rochechouart’s arrival at Tientsin, or more 
possibly the knowledge that the French 
Admiral was at Chefoo. 

‘As your Lordship is aware, I have de- 
clined to subscribe to the opinion that the 
Government was at the bottom of this move- 
ment, or that these men in particular were 
the promoters of the discontent felt by 
the people. Their ignorance considered, ‘it 
does not surprise me either, that, under 
the circumstances, they should have sym- 
pathized with the people. But if the half 
of the fearful stories told of their conduct 
as magistrates since the 2ist of June, be 
true, death would scarcely be a sufficient 
punishment for their brutality. 

‘The charge on which they are now gom- 
mitted is simply neglect of duty before, and 
want of energy since, the massacre. "This 
is purely formal, but at the same time it 
may be made to cover any extent of crim 
and if their extortion of confessions and 
like offences be proved Seana them, I do 
not expect that they will ever leave the 
Board of Punishments, except to die 

There is another person of high official 
rank, though of no local responsibility, who 
is acensed of having taken a very prominent 

art in thé direction of the mob on the 21st. 

his is Chén Kwo-jui, a native of Hu Peh, 
formerly a rebel. For his services against 
his ancient friends, after he returned to his 
allegiance, he was given the title of Ti-tu, 
or Commander-in-chief of a provisional 
army. It is stated that he was adopted 
asa son by Tseng Kwo-fan; under whom 
he was probably serving, but thisis stoutly 
denied by the Yamén. In any case, his 
career has never been other than disrepu- 
table, and he has been at once the shame 
and the terror of the Government. He 
was at Peking in 1867, at the time when 
the Nien-fei so neatly’ cut off Mr. Burlin- 
game on his way down here, and some fear 
appears to have been then entertained lest 
he should return to his old calling, He was 
well known in the capital as a leader of 
builies and ruffians, ten thousand of whom, 
it is said, would tum out at his command. 
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There seems no doubt that this man was 
at Tientsin during the disturbance of the 
2st, and as little that he acted as a leader 
therein. He had been here, if our inform- 
ation is correct, since the beginning of June, 
and I understand from M. de Rochechouart 
that he can be traced from Nanking to 
Chinkiing, and thence North. ‘The state- 
ment of Mr. Stanley, an American mission- 
ary, {whose noto*,on the subject is inclosed in 
my despatch of this date, shows how gene- 
rally his name had become associated 
with the massacre within a hundred miles 
of Tientsin but a few days after the out- 
rage. ‘The despatch of Mr. Hughes, in- 
closed in my despatch of this date, is also 
curious evidence in the popular belief in 
his connection with the affair. If once 
brought to trial, I hold his condemnation. 
inevitable, but, although I believe him to 
be at this moment in Peking, his arrest 
will be matter of great difficulty, if not ut- 
terly impossible.

Sm,—In continuation of my despatch 
of the 29th ultimo, I beg to submit to your 
Imperial Highness some observations itpon 
‘the conduct of the inquiry into the massacre 
of the 21st of June. 

But first, as to that outrage itself : when 
L wrote upon the 9th of July to acquaint 
our Imperial Highness that ono of the 
Sisters of Charity murdered in the hospital 
was a British subject, the Governor-General 
‘Tséng Kwo-fan had not reached Tientsin, 
and the only official documents that I had 
seen of a nature to throw light upon the 
events of the 21st of June were a Proclama- 
tion issned by the Magistrate Lin earlier 
in the month, and the notes addressed to 
the Yamén by the Minister Superintendent 
Ch’ung Hou, dated respectively the 19th 
and 21st of June. 

‘From these notes, taken with the reports 
that reached me from non-oflicial sources, 
Tconceived myself justified in assuming 
that the attack on the religious establish- 
ments was primarily due to a suspicion on 
the ‘part of the people that the infants 
received into these establishments were 
Kidnapped, and that, as no more washeard 
of them, they were there applied to the 
horrible purposes for which the Chinese 
helieve their own countrymen are in the 
habit of mutilating children. Such a sus- 
picion, however inexcusable the acts of 
violence to which the people resorted, I 
could not but regard as explaining their 
exasperation. I have even maintained, on 
behalf of the local authority, that although 
it was his undoubted duty to have attempt- 
ed to calm the people, his Proclamation 
‘was not otherwise worded than it. would 
naturally have been, were he really per- 
suaded that kindapping was a fact. 

‘Upon the 25th of July, however, your 
Imperial - Highness communicated to the 
Foreign Logation a memorial, presented by 
their Bxcellencies Tséng Kwo-fan and 
Ch’ung Hou, and the memorial itself was 
shortly published in the “Peking Gazette.” 
In this there are various statements of 
gat importance to the question before us. 
tis suicient for my present purpose. to 
request your Imperial Highness’ attention 
to two or three of these. 

‘The Memorial shows, in the first place, 
not only that the children, above 150 in 
number, taken out of the Sisters’ Hospital 
at Tientain, after the massacre, had been 
no one of them kidnapped ; but that heither 
in the city nor the suburbs had any parent 
complained of the disappearance of a child. 
It goes on to trace the popular excitement 
which preceded the massacre to the stories 
published in placards posted in various 
parts of the Empire; placards asserting 
that persons were being kidnapped at the 
instance of the Roman Catholies, and hor- 
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ribly mutilated, in their establishthents ; 
the falsity of which assertions, continues 
the Memorial, was never made known to 
the people. 5 

Were this last the indisputable ca 
the people’s excitement, the responsibilit 
of the massacre would rest directly upon 
the Provincial Government. So far back as 
the 3rd of March I forwarded to your Tm- 
perial Highness copy of one of these docu- 
ments which had been printed at Ta-ming, 
in this province, with a request that it 
might be transmitted to the Governor- 
General, and I know that it was transmitted. 
I sent another copy to Mr. Mongan, Her 
Majesty’s Consul at Tientsin, with instruc- 
tions to him to show it to the Minister 
Superintendent Ch’ung Hou, and he re- 
ported to me that this instruction was 
‘obeyed. Why did the Provincial Govern- 
ment not avail itself of this opportunity to 
disabuse the public mind of impressions 30 
dangerous to peace ? 

But the admission that no child had been 
missed in Tienisin is of infinitely greater 
significance. If no children had been kid- 
napped, who suggested to the people of 
‘Tientsin that the Romanists were employ- 
ing agents to kidnap children? If, again, 
the Governor-General could ascertain, 
within a few days of his arrival at Tientsin, 
that no parents had complained of the ab- 
duction of their children, how could the 
Profect and the Magistrate—the ‘parent 
officers” of the people—in whose Yamén 
such complaints, had any been made, 
would certainly have been filed, be ignorant 
of the fact that ne such complaint had 
been made? Yet, this being the fact, that 
no child in Tientsin had been kidnapped, 
the people of Tientsin were allowed to re- 
main in ignorance of it. ‘They were known 
to be becoming daily more irritated against 
the Roman Catholics as the destroyers of 
their children ; and instead of honestly in- 
forming them that no parent had complai 
ed of the loss of his child ; the auth 
issue a proclamation, ambiguously hinting 
that the kidnappers ‘are acting at the 
stigation of others. What wonder is it 
that the people should become exasperated ? 

Here, for the moment, I leave these 
magistrates. And now as to the atrocities 
committed. Although there is no doubt 
about the popular exasperation, there is 
the strongest reason to doubt that the 
destruction of the religious establishments 
and the murder of their occupants was ex- 
clusively the work of the ignorant multi- 
tude. ‘The chief actors in the affair are 
stated to have been the fire brigades, and 
the banded villains known as the Hun-sing- 
tzu. ‘These were ready for the attack, and 
‘as soon as the gongs sounded fell on, pro- 
vided with deadly weapons. They were 
reinforced by soldiers and Yamén followers, 
and conspicuously directed by a man wit 
the title of ‘li-tu, the ex-rebel Chén Kuo- 
jui. ‘These things are notorious to the 
foreign community of Tientsin, and why? 
Beeauise they are the talk of the common 

ple. Yet after more than seventy days? 
lay, what has been done towards the 
satisfaction of justice? Some few of the 
lower class of criminals have been arrested, 
the more important of these not having 
been discoverable until their names and 
their whereabouts were supplied by the 
French Legation. The guilty magistrates 
.were left for twenty days after the mas- 
suet at their posts, their energies being 
devoted throughout that period not to the 
detection of persons guilty of a share in the 
crime, but to the examination under tor- 
ture of unfortunate Christians, from whom 
it was hoped that confessions might be ex- 
torted in such form as to tell favourably 
for their persecutors. They are at last 
committed to the Board of Punishments ; 
then, again, they are ordered to Tientsin, 
‘but with so little regard for theirsafe keep- 
ing that one is allowed to escape to Mih 
‘Yun, the other to Shun-té-foo. The com- 
mon people, seeing no punishment inflicted 
on any one, persuade themselves that the 
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ty | view of these facts the 





massacre was a meritorious act. Songs are 
sung in honour of it, and paintings of it 
are circulated representing officials as ap- 
proving spectators of the crime. Can your 
Imperial Highness be surprised that in 
Tiow of thane, fats the grave doubts 

01 cast by the foreign community 
upon the good faith, not alone of the pro- 
incial authorities, but of the Central Go- 
vernment itself? 

T say of the foreign community, for, as I 
have before observed to your Imperial 
Highness, this massacre is not only the 
affair of France—it intimately concerns 
every State in Treaty relations with China. 
If it be in the power of designing persons 
with the favour of the local authority, by 
appealing to some prejudice or superstition 
of the people, to stir them to disorder, and 
to hound on’ the dangerous classes to do 
injury to the foreigner, what guarantee has 
any foreign Government for the safety of 
its nationals once they are beyond its own 
means of protection ? 

T must add, in conclusion, what it will 
give your Imperial Highness little pleasure 
to read, as little certainly to myself to 
write ; but the occasion requires that I 
should speak out, It is very generally be- 
lieved that although your ‘Truperial igh- 
ness and the wiser of your colleagues are 
opposed to any policy ‘that would. involve 
a rupture with foreign Powers, there aro 
other leading men in China whose dream 
is the expulsion of the barbarian, and who, 
if they were not the immediate instigators 
of the movement of the 2st June, have 
heartily approved its atrocities ;' have 
exerted themselves to prevent the punish 
ment of the guilty parties, official and non- 
official ; and are even now urging on the 
Central Government the expediency of 
directing a like murderous enterprise against 
all foreigners that may be found on Chi- 








nese ground. 
Nothing, it is true, could be simpler 
than their annihilation. Foreign residents 


in China, all told, ean ‘hardly be counted 
by thousands, and when they are away 
from the protection of men-of-war, could 
be as easily overwhelmed as the unfortunate 
French were at Tientsin. But the bar- 
barian would not for all that be expelled. 
Six months, or at the most twelve, would 
see the coasts of China beset by’ foreign 
navies combined, and her provinces 
vaded by troops differing widely in disci 
pline and fitness for war from the levies 
Which have achieved» coriin, success 

inst the Taepings or the Nien-fei. Your 
Tnperial Highness well hnows that I speak 
no more than the truth. 

If, then, there be indeed persons’ poling, 
opinions so fatal to the best interests of 
China, your Imperial Highness isall-power- 
ful to deal with them, and it needs but a 








th | display of the energy and patriotic spirit 


which at the commencement of the present 
reign averted the civil war in which the de- 
signs of traitors would have involved the 
Empire, to prevent a quarrel with the 
powerful nations that would prove even 
more disastrous. 
I may be told that there may be no such 
ns ; but I must not the less appeal to 
your Imperial Highness for such a display 
of vigour as may restore to foreign Govern- 
ments their confidence, not only in the 
friondly dispositions but the power’ of the 
Chinese Government. The confidence of 
foreign Governments, as { have already 
told your Imperial Highness, will have 
been utterly shaken by the terrible event 
of the 2ist of June. The unsympathetic 
tone of the Imperial Decrees referring to 
it communicated to the foreign Legations, 
and the slowness with which the proceed- 
ings, entrusted first to the Governor- 
General and subsequently to an Imperial 
Commissioner, will have added to their 
mistrust. Which is the better course ? To 
remove this mistrust by measures of such 
‘completeness as will satisfy those Govern- 
ments whose suspicions have been awaken- 
ed! or by a half-hearted action to com- 
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mit them to a course at utter variance with 
the relations of peace which it is their 
sincere desire to maintain ? 


‘Your Imperial Highness well knows in 
what spirit I put this question, and that 


the frequent repetition of what Iso carn 
estly insist upon is not suggested by the 
mere desire of engaging your Imperial 
Highness in correspondence.

Sm,—The full accounts which have been 
received from you of the lamentable mas- 
sacre at Tien-tsin and of the subsequent 
state of affairs in China, have enabled Her 
Majesty’s Government’ thoroughly to ap- 
preciate the gravity of the situation, and 
the exceptional difficulties of your position 
as Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires during 
such a crisis in the relations between China 
and foreign Powers.

vernment the necessity of such a strict ob- 
servance of their Treaty engagements as 
may ensure the future maintenance of the 
friendly intercourse with other countries 
in which the political atid commercial in- 
terests of the Empire are so greatly con-

CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


April 29, 1871. 
Before G. Jastresox, Esq. 
Wax Tari . Cas. Rovrxsox. 

Detention of clothes of value not stated. 

Defendant appeared, and consented to sub- 
mit to the summary jurisdiction of the Court 
if the sum for which judgment might be given 
should be over $100. 

Plaintiff, cautioned, said—I lived with de- 
fendant over ten years, but on 2nd of last 
Chinese moon we quarrelled, and I was turn- 
edout, \We quarrelled because I could not 
raise $350. Last. year I got a watch from de- 
fendant to pawn for rent, and raised $60 on it. 
Ipawned also gold earrings to make up the 
sum. I borrowed money from my friends and 
redeemed the articles afterwards, defendant 
having refused to do so. Defendant ou the day 
mentioned asked for the wateh, and I told him 
it was still in the pawnshop, ‘though I had it 
myself, because I meant to keep it as security 
for my $60. Defendant then forced me to the 
police station, where I was kept for some 
time, but released by the Superintendent. 
Next morning I gave the watch to the police, 
who gave it to defendant. It was for keeping 
it back that I was taken to the police station. 
Went aiterwards frequently and asked for my 
clothes and valuables, bat was always refused 

m0. 

Plaintiff stated these in detail at a value of 
$821, and his Worship adjourned the ease in 
order to obtain more particular information 
regarding them. 

May Ist. 
His Worship said, of five boxes claimed by 
plaintiff, enquiry showed that only one con- 
Tained female clothing, and she could. have 
no claim to the contents of the other boxes. 

Plaintiff elaimed the boxes but not the pre- 
sent contents. ‘They were Chinese boxes. 

His Worship said plaintiff should receive 
but the one box containing female clothing. 
Tho next thing to decide, was the property 
in the two pairs of earrings, diamond ring, 
two watch chains and gold watch. 

‘The watch chains were allowed to plaintiff, 
being rather paltry, but the diamond ring de- 
feudant said he had bought on plaints re- 
commendation, for Tis. 150. It was said to 
be one of six sent out from England by a gen- 
tleman to plaintiff's sister, who had the dis- 

posal of them. Defendant showed a cotton 
Jacket made by plaintif, with peculiar pockets, 
in which it was intended to decamp with the 
jewellery, but defendant's unexpected return 
revented the design being carried out. 

aintifi’s account of the ring was that she 
had received it from a former master, and she 
called a female friend to prove it. 

Defendant, sworn said—About § or 9 months 
ago plaintiff’ had been encroaching on my 
means, Aftergivingher$100 oneday, she would 
Ve without a cent the next. She said she 
had borrowed money from different people 
and had pawned the watch and ring ; but I 
found that she had not borrowed any money, 
while the watch, for the advance on which 
she asked me to pay six per cent interest, was 
in the house. A Canton Chinaman told me that 
she had given this watch to another Canton 
Chinaman, along with the best of her clothes, 
and that ie was to go with her to Canton. Re- 
turning to’the house I asked for the watch 
which she said she would get next day, and 
then I asked for the pawn ticket, which she 
said she had not at the time, "so I took 
her to the police station and told Mr. 
Stripling. Defendant then made some state- 
ments Te;

EXTRADITION COURT. 


Hongkong, April 26th.

Kwok Ashing was brought up on remand. 
‘The Attorney-General rose and explained 

that a letter had been ‘received from the Act- 
ing French Consul, in which he withdrew 
from the present prosecution, Although pre- 

xd with witnesses, he had looked into the 

sperial act and observed. that under section 
11, it would be the duty of the Government to 
inform the prisoner that, before being surren- 
dered he would bé detained in gaol fifteen days, 
tnd that during that period he could apply for 
awrit of habeas corpus. The Consul, there- 
fore, considered that this being so, it would 
probably lead. to a repetition of precisely the 
fame proceedings that have ocvapied the 
Supreme Court for so long, and he had inforin- 
‘ed the Attorney General in the morning that 
he intended:to address the Government, and 
withdrow his requisition, so that H. E. had 
no option but to discharge the prisoner. lt 
‘was of course very serious, whatever techni- 
calities might exist, to discharge the prisoner 
without his going before a Jury, and the 
Attorney-General, therefore, thought it his 
duty to invite the opinion of = Jary as to is 
guilt. Although he was discharged, the At- 
torney-General gave him in charge of the Cap- 
fain Superintendent of Police to answer a 
charge of piracy jure gentium.

As will have been seen by the 
yesterday, the upshot of the le 
ccoedings with re to Kwok Ashing is 
that he will be tried by a jary at the Supreme 
Court upon a charge of piracy jure gentium, 
This mode of procedure is probably the inost 
satisfactory that can be adopted under all the 
circumstances of the case; as, whatever be the 
result, it will at least be ‘made clear that 
coolies who mutiny on board ships and murder 
the captains and erews, will not be able, to 
make Hongkong a place of refuge—an 
which, asalready pointed out, was very likel 
to result from the decision of the Chief-Justice 
in the caso gn habeas corpus. ‘There can be no 
doubt that the proceedings before the Lieut.- 
Governor under the -recent Imperial Extradi- 
tion Act were in order ; nor, as we are inform- 
ed, is there much doubt that the evidence 
which had been procured would have proved 
sufficient ; but, at the same time, the Acting 
French Consul exercised a wise discretion in 
withdrawing from the prosecution, because, 
as-stated by the Attorney-General, this would 
no doubt only lead to a repetition of preceed- 
ings under habeas corpus such as bave already 
geeupied the Supreme Court for solong a time, 
‘The point whether the prisoner" was justified 
in striking in order to reassert his liberty, 
which the Chicf-Justice decided was, prima 
facie, the case, will now be definitely settled 
by gee of a Jury, which will relieve 
the Judge of the grave responsibility of havin, 
‘to decide both at the law and the facts, m4 
was the case in the habeas corpus proceedings. 
Itis satisfactory that means have thus been 
found to at all events bring the matter forward 
for trial in a formal manner, as the results of 
the idea getting abroad that this Colony could

PIECE GOODS.—In a P, S. to our issue of 
2st ultimo allusion was made to = telegram 
from home dated 11th idem, and received by 
our Chamber of Commerce on the evening of 
the 19th, which stated the export of Plain Vot- 
tons from Great Britain for the month of 
March last to be 17,750,000 yards, . This 
unexpected good news arrested the downward 
course of the market, and led to large transac 
tionsin Grey Shirtings, thenativesshewing con- 
siderable desire to purchase at the advanced 
and advancing rates demanded by importers. 
But the effect of the telegram proved. trans 
tory only. Many doubted its correctnes: 
and their doubts, although not absolutely con- 
firmed, were materially strengthened by a 
circular issued by the Secretary to the Cham- 
ber on the morning of the 22nd, to the effect 
that he hod telegraphed to Hongkong, and had 
learned in reply that private telegrams roport- 
ed the home export at “11,000,000 yards, 
which being more in accordance with previous 
advices is now generally accepted as the tru 
‘The dealers were soon made acquainted with 
the ciroular, and immediately withdrew from 
athe market; while holders, with stocks rapidly 
‘accumulating, and unfavorable accounts from 
the outports, became more and more anxious 
to realise, Soveral large importers took their 
Grey Goods off the market, without, however, 
producing nny salutary cect, Speculators 
and holders who must ‘sell could not follow 
the example, and hence the trifling demand 
which has existed for the past twelve days 
hhas been more than satisfied by them. Almost 
every kind of Cotton Goods has declined in 
value, and the prices of Woollens have also 
fallen considerably since our last report was 
published. 

From the outports continued unsatisfactory 
advices are being received ; but little else 
has lately, been looked for, fey having, as a 
‘matter of course, been affected by 
the over supply ‘which has ruined our own. 

Grey Sumetmvs.—While our last issue was 
in the press, and consequent on the above 
noted telegrams, heavy settlements of Sf Ibs.
